Capt. Arthur M. Edwards, Sub. Dept., U.S.A., pub- 

lishes an article on “The Proposed Garrison Ration” in 
the Journal of the Military Service Institution, which 
is of special interest in view of the contention that poor- 
ly prepared food in many organizations of the Army is 
one prolific cause of desertion. Captain Edwards consid- 
ers the present field ration very satisfactory, though he 
believes the addition of four or five ounces of cream cheese 
per man per day would be a decided improvement. He 
holds, however, that the garrison ration is insufficient in 
variety to permit of the continuous serving of palatable 
meals, and that certain additions, costing about two cents 
per ration, are really necessary. Instead of the continu- 
ous beef ration of twenty ounces, he favors a beef allow- 
ance of thirteen ounces, together with four ounces of ba- 
con or five ounces of veal, mutton, pork or sausage. The 
issue of flour and soft bread should be changed by issuing 
twelve ounces of flour per man per day directly to the 
post bakery, together with the proper quantities of yeast, 
salt, sugar, lard, ete., and for this allowance the post 
bakery should return sixteen ounces of palatable bread. 
The hard bread and corn meal rations should remain as 
they are, as should the allowance of peas and beans, but 
the allowance of rice and hominy should be reduced fifty 
per cent. ‘The allowance of potatoes should be twenty 
_ounces per man, the allowance of dried or evaporated 
fruit should be reduced from ten pounds to seven pounds 
per hundred rations and the ration of vinegar and 
pickles should be half what it is at present. Enough has 
been said to indicate the practical character of Captain 
Edwards’s paper, which he concludes as follows: “I in- 
vite discussion of this subject from all sides. I am try- 
ing to suggest a ration which will give of itself lasting 
contentment to both Regular and state troops and to 
have such equipment as will enable said food allowance to 
he properly handled, cared for and transported by the 
Subsistence Department. I had occasion to study these 
subjects when in charge of the Army school for bakers 
and cooks at Fort Riley, Kan.” 
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In its seventeenth report the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortification describes the tests made during the fiscal 
year with various types of ordnance material. The armor 
plate tests instituted in 1906 were continued under an al- 
Jotment of $2,500 for that purpose. Tests of the Brown 
and Crozier wire-wound guns were continued until Febru- 
ary of the present year, the aggregate number of rounds 
fired from each gun being ninety-eight. The condition of 
the Brown gun at this time was such that the board de- 
termined to make no further firings and recommended the 
appointment of a committee of experts, with a view to 
determine the relative merits of the two systems of gun 
construction. Provision has been made for needed repairs 
on the De Knight automatic machine gun and for further 
tests of the same. Completed tests were made with four 
6-pounder semi-automatic guns and mounts, each gun hav- 
ing been fired approximately 500 rounds. The expecta- 
tion that the caliber and type would form part of the sys- 
tem of coast defense not having been realized, determi- 
nation has been reached as to the relative merits of the 
several designs. The gun submitted by the American 
Ordnance Company is in use in another series of experi- 
ments relating to powder pressures. Tests of the 15- 
pounder semi-automatic gun and mount are still in prog- 
ress. The board ask that their appropriation for the en- 
suing year be increased to $100,000. 
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Evidence that Satan finds in our Army but little mis- 
chief for idle hands to do is given in this description 
which a correspondent sends us of the duties of one non- 
commissioned officer: “As a sergeant of Engineers, I am 
responsible for over $20,000 worth of property. It takes 
eight hours daily (excepting Sunday) to regulate, pre- 


proficiency in the leading military manuals, and several 
more coming. I draw and issue $8,000 worth of clothing. 
I am supposed to supervise the cooking of the rations 
daily, and indirectly receive the commendation of board- 
ers who have lived previously at hotels. When the cooks 
are afflicted with their semi-monthly tired feeling, I must 
arrive at 2:45 a.m. to call or draw them out. I make 
out all returns, reports and papers pertaining to the re- 
ceipt and issue of supplies. I attend several military cere- 
monies, and at night, while perusing Cavalry tactics, or 
probably manuals from twelve to twenty-one, I am in- 
terrupted constantly with knock, knock, knock by some- 
one reporting or requiring something. Two hundred and 
thirty Engineer sergeants have performed service in the 
Philippine Islands and Cuba since June 22, 1898, Two- 
thirds of these have been employed on duties commanding 
a minimum salary of four dollars a day in civil life. 
There are twelve sergeants of Engineers detailed at the 
staff college in this country who are ‘experts’ in topogra- 
phy, surveying, instrument repairing and photography. 
There are several more in the Line held in reserve.” 


While the target practice of the Coast Artillery has in 
the last year or two simulated actual battle conditions 
more closely than it did in former years, there is one 
phase of naval attack which it has been unable to simu- 
late by actual firing—namely, a night attack. While 
night practice is not regarded as of so much importance 
with large-caliber guns and mortars, which are equipped 
with an accurate system of fire direction, it is considered 
absolutely necessary for the attainment of a proper stand- 
ard of efficiency with small-caliber guns, to which the ap- 
proved system of fire direction is not applicable and which 
must therefore depend upon a system based on the ac- 
curate observation and correction of fire. Brig. Gen. Ar- 
thur Murray, Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., points out that 
for the successful application of such a system actual 
firing under all the conditions that will be met in action 
is a necessity. As these guns are provided for the defense 
of the mine fields and for the prevention of torpedoboat 
destroyers or other swift vessels slipping into the harbor 
(both of which forms of attack are far more likely to 
occur at night than during the day), it is evident that 
the practice with these guns can not be confined with 
safety, to day firing. This practice could, it is thought, be 
conducted without danger to shipping by announcing be- 
forehand to all concerned the dates and hours of the prac- 
tice, and as but one hour on each of several occasions 
during the year would be required, it is believed that the 
slight inconvenience to shipping would be far more than 
offset by the increased value of the coast defenses.

The following addition to the Navy Uniform Regula- 
tions has been made: “Aiguillettes may be worn by aids 
to the President on the right. Aiguillettes may be worn 
by the Chief of Staff, personal aides on the staff of an of- 
ficer of flag rank, and naval attachés, on the left side. 
On cruising vessels aiguillettes may be worn only in port, 
or when coming in or going out of port. Aiguillettes 
may be worn with all uniform except ‘working dress’, or 
other uniforms worn in lieu thereof. To be made as per 
sample, and to consist of two single plaits and two loops, 
starting from each end of plait, of blue and gold cord 
eight-fortieths of an inch thick; at the termination of the 
plaits there are a few inches of plain cord, ending in gilt 
metal tags, mounted with silver anchors. To be attached 
to the shoulder of ‘service coat,’ ‘undress’ and ‘evening 
dress coats,’ by a plain blue cloth strap and buttoned at 
the peak by a small Navy button in the same manner as 
the shoulder marks; secured at the shoulder of other coats 
under the, shoulder mark or epaulet. With ‘mess dress,’ 
or evening dress,’ a button shall be placed under the lapel, 
at the height of the collar-bone for securing aiguillette.” 
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We understand that at the coming session of Congress 
strong efforts will be made to secure the passage of a bill 
containing the following proviso or something similar, 
viz.: “That hereafter whenever a promotion is to be 
made fn the-line of the Regular Army in any grade up to 
that of’ colonel, such promotion shall be made by seniority 
in the several lines of Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, re- 
spectively, according to the position the officertm the next 
lower grade would hold if promotion had been made line- 
ally throughout each arm of the Service since Section 
1204 of the Revised Statutes went into effect.” It is 
hoped that in this way there may be brought about a 
gradual restoration of officers of the line of the Army to 
the rank and relative position they would have held in 
their respective arms of the Service if promotion had al- 
ways been lineal instead of partly lineal and partly regi- 
mental. The list of field officers arranged according to 
lineal and regimental promotion, which appears in an- 
other column, will show what will be the effect of the 
proposed re-arrangement of relative rank.

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Major John L. Phillips, Med. Dept., U.S.A., stationed 
at Ancon, Panama Canal Zone, who arrived in New York 
Nov. 3, reports that health conditions in the canal terri- 
tory are highly satisfactory. There has not been a case 
of yellow fever in the last five months, and while malaria 
still exists, the swamps in which it originates are being 
rapidly drained and the larve of the mosquito conveying 





the disease destroyed with oil. This statement by Major 
Phillips is another reminder that the project undertaken 
on the isthmus by the United States is twofold in char- 
acter. First of all, of course, is the construction of a 
great waterway connecting the two oceans in the interest 
of commerce and peace. Second is the task of demon- 
strating to the world that deadly diseases long regarded 
as ineradicable can be conquered by the vigorous applica- 
‘tion of scientific knowledge, thus reclaiming for agricul- 
ture and industry large areas of territory always consid- 
ered almost uninhabitable by white men. Naturally 
enough, the execution of both of these vast projects has 
been intrusted to the United States Arniy. 
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In support of his recommendation for an increase of 
fifty in the number of post quartermaster-sergeants, the 
Quartermaster General of the Army contends that one 
sergeant could be employed with advantage at every Army 
post in the United States. While at the most important 
posts, two, sometimes more, should be stationed, if the 
number were sufficient to alloy More are also needed 
in the Philippines and Cuba tian it is possible to spare 
for that service. The increased pay for fifty sergeants is 
advocated because the importance and responsibility of 
the duties on which they are engaged warrant it. This 
would also give opportunity to reward those who now or 
may hereafter deserve it, and the possibility of promo- 
tion would have a good effect upon the subordinate ser- 
geants. The additional expense of the increased number 
of sergeants desired would be more apparent than real, 
as they would largely replace civilian employees, now 
costing the government more than the additional sergeants 
would. 
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Press despatches state that the riveters at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, in anticipation of the coming of the 
battleship fleet, have struck for an increase of wages. As- 
suming the correctness of this report, the action of the 
strikers may be designed as a hint of the patriotic wel- 
come awaiting the fleet upon its arrival on the Pacific 
coast. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the big ships of 
Admiral Evans’s fieet will require very little work at the 
hands of the riveters, and that their condition may be 
similar to that of the armored cruiser Pennsylvania on 
her arrival in the same waters. After cruising something 
like 25,000 miles in the last twelve months, the Pennsyl- 
vania appears to be in about as good condition as when 
she sailed from New York in September, 1906, for the 
Philippines via Suez. The repairs required on her are 
exceedingly slight and she is said to be in fit condition 
to start on another long cruise without delay.

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Noting with approval certain utterances of the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL concerning the Army canteen, the 
United Service Gazette, of London, remarks: “The stren- 
uous and unceasing efforts that are being made among 
officers in the United States forces for the re-establish- 
ment of the Army canteen, should afford a profitable ob- 
ject lesson to those men of extreme views who show such 
an animus against our own army canteens, and who never 
seem happy except when they are concocting all kinds of 
petty restrictions, aimed at the soldier who is human 
enough to indulge new and then in a glass of beer, and 
who prefers to enjoy it in his own canteen, rather than 
expose himself to the temptations of the public-house in 
town.”

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We have received numerous letters suggesting changes 
in the pay of different grades in the military services rel- 
ative to the pay allowed other grades. It does not seem 
best to occupy space with these letters, in view of the fact 
that their publication can have no result just now except 
to confuse the present issue, which is that of obtaining 
a pro rata increase in the present rates of pay which will 
give the several applicants for changes of pay all they are 

¢asking for, so far as concerns the pay they will actually 
receive under the bill it is proposed to submit to Congress 
for its approval. The reasons for this conclusion are 
fully set forth in the articles we have published on the 
subject of the graded pay bill.

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A correspondent sends us this suggestion: “Now that 
service in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps counts con- 
tinuously for retirement, a number of men are changing 
from one service to the other. For this they receive no 
compensation, and have to start in at the lowest rating or 
rank of the service or branch thereof that they enlist in. 
In all fairness to these men, the least that could be done 
by the War and Navy Departments is to adopt a service 
stripe to be worn on the sleeve of the uniform to denote 
the wearer's past service. It does not seem that this 
would require a great deal of legislation, and it would 
distinguish such men from others who are in their first 
enlistment.”

Two years ago Mr. C. M. Dally laid before the British 
government the model of a new military rifle, automatic 
in its action, which met with such success on trial as to 
justify further experiments with it.

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THE UNITED STATES AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

Quite naturally, Secretary Taft’s presetit visit to the 
Philippines has led to a renewal in this country of the 
discussion as to what the ultimate disposition of the 
islands shall be, and this discussion has already brought 
forth several expressions which deserve attention. Judge 


Taft, perennia] and genial optimist that he is, in his © 


address at the opening of the Filipino Assembly, ex- 
pressed the hope that the creation of that body might 
prove to be the first step in a movement leading to abso- 
lute Philippine independence. He hastened to add, how- 
ever, that two years ago he expressed the belief that at 
least a generation must elapse before the islanders were 
fit for self-government, and that he had not changed his 
belief since then. That utterance dashed the hopes both 
of the noisy agitators in the islands and of their senti- 
mental sympathizers here in the United States.. How- 
ever, the “anti-imperialists” of Boston cannot abandon 
the field without emitting a final wail, hence a circular 
solemnly advising their co-workers that “this seems an 
appropriate moment to urge an especially timely argu- 
ment against the continued and indefinite retention of the 
Philippine Islands.” 

This “especially timely argument,” briefly stated, is 
that the islands are costing us something as well as im- 
posing a certain amount of taxation upon the Filipinos. 
The timeliness of this argument is not entirely clear. 
That the Philippine project has imposed financial bur- 
dens upon the United States is undeniable, but, as our 
“anti” friends will presently discover, the time has 
passed when the wisdom of our Philippine policy could 
be measured by its cost in dollars and cents. Fortunate- 
ly or unfortunately, the islands are ours. They are “on 
our hands, so to speak, and in the light of an awakened 
national conscience the lesson has become clear that we 
must deal with them, not with first consideration for the 
financial end of the transaction, but as honor and duty 
to civilization require, be the net result loss or gain. 

As for the taxation to which American coatrol has 
subjected the Filipinos, let it be said that they are getting 
a large and increasing return for their money. They 
have not only an immeasurably greater degree of self- 
rule than they ever dreamed of under the sovereignty 
of Spain, but more and better schools, and better roads 
and bridges. The Filipino farmer to-day knows that 
under American rule he will be able to harvest and dis- 
pose of his crops for his own benefit, and that neither 
the bandit nor the extortioner can rob him. It is not 
“independence” that he wants, nor the agitation of dema- 
gogues either native or American, but peace and order, 
industrial training, farming implements, good fences, 
domestic animals and modern means of getting his 
products to market. And he is getting these and more, 
too, under the present order of things. He is learning 
the lessons of industry, thrift, cleanliness and respect for 
authority, with a full understanding that in proportion 
as he applies these lessons, thus developing the essentials 
of good citizenship, his political rights and privileges 
will be increased. He feels no oppression, for there is 
no oppressor. His life and property are more secure 
than ever before. The American is there to help him, 
and is doing so, generously and successfully as the most 
intelligent of the Filipinos themselves frankly acknowl- 
edge. 

Another recent utterance on the Philippine problem, 
which is far more timely than that of the Boston “antis,” 
comes from the Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, head of the 
Kpiscopal Church in the islands, who is at present visit- 
ing the United States. In the course of an address at 
the recent General Convention of the Episcopal Church 
in Richmond, Bishop Brent protested earnestly against 
the policy of various corporations in the P hilippines, and 
pleaded for common justice and fair treatment for their 
victims. There is force in his appeal. Our fiscal policy 
is unjust to the Filipinos and amounts to a national 
breach of good faith. When we took them from Spanish 
control the markets of Spain were closed against them 
and we have failed to give them free access to our 
markets in return. To admit their sugar and tobacco 
into the United States free of duty would give new life 
to Philippine agriculture without seriously affecting the 
production of those staples in this country. 

Bishop Brent’s utterances at Richmond have been used 
in certain quarters in an attempt to make it appear that 
he is in sympathy with the absurd agitation for a declara- 
tion of “immediate and absolute independence” for the 
Philippines. To refute this fantastic pretense, it is 
only necessary to quote Bishop Brent himself. He made 
his attitude perfectly clear in a farewell sermon which 
he delivered in Manila on the eve of his departure for 
America, In that sermon he declared that he favored 
the same moderate, conservative, gradually-unfolding pol- 
icy for the Philippines that Lord Cromer so splendidly 
applied in the rehabilitation of Egypt. Continuing, he 
said: “Our ideal is honest, but our method is mad. It 
is pace that kills, whether on the race track or in the 
realm of polities; and we are riding for a fall: the horse 
must come to his knees, and then some one will be 
hurt. * * * We have been going at a pace unsuited 
to the people. The ballot is the last, and not the first, 
gift of civilization, demanding a high measure of under- 
standing. Its intelligent use is the most advanced act 
of political development. Let us progress by all means, 
but progress cannot be counterfeited, even though some- 
thing bearing its name, but quite contradictory to its 
substance, parades in its clothing.” 

Here, then, we have a wise and progressive religious 
leader of great and wholesome influence in the Philip- 
pines dissenting from the “anti-imperialist” propaganda 
on one hand and entering a dignified protest against 
the Philippine policy of the American Government on 
the other. Bishop Brent’s attitude squares exactly with 
that which the Army ANvD Navy JourNat has main- 
tained from the outset. He contends, as we do, that 
“the Filipinos are at least one hundred years behind 
the Cubans,” and he declares that they “will never 
be able to govern themselves if the United States Gov- 
ernment continues its present policy.” That policy, as 
we have frequently pointed out, began with an abrupt 
and ill-considered transition from completely military 
to completely civil control. It was made before the 
islanders had fully learned respect for authority, as ex- 
pressed in the only visible form which they had ever 


known. The Army, after subduing a desperate insurrec- 
tion and compelling its adherents to obey, was suddenly 
tied hand and foot and deprived of all power, with the 
result ‘that the natives came to believe that the Army 
had done something wrong and was being punished for 
it. That belief, widely cultivated by cunning Filipino 
leaders, made civil government difficult and insecure. 
It would have gone to smash in the first stages but for 
the presence of an American army in the islands, and 
its integrity to-day, we firmly believe, has its sole guar- 
anty in its immediate association with American mili- 
tary force. 

The trouble with the policy which has led to the pre- 
mature establishment of popular institutions in the 
Philippines is that it has been formulated in compliance 
with, if not in surrender to, the sentimental clamor in 
the United States for a system of government for which 
the Filipinos are not fitted and probably never will be. 
It is not only beyond their comprehension and unsuited to 
their political conditions and needs, but at variance with 
the Oriental conception of sovereignty. It is a fortunate 
circumstance, therefore, that in devising this system 
of civil administration, including the legislative assembly 
which has begun its career under auspices anything but 
promising, care has been taken to safeguard legitimate 
interests, both Filipino and American, against fanatical 
misrule and aggression. Happily, too, for those inter- 
ests, even though burdensome to ourselves, the United 
States Army, the greatest conservative force ever known 
in the islands, will continue to be a prime factor in the 
Philippine problem—passive, to be sure, but always ready 
for the emergencies which are almost certain to arise 
as that problem is advanced to solution. 


WORKING OF LINEAL PROMOTION. 
Oct. 21, 1907. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I enclose herewith a list of the field officers of Infantry 
showing what their correct lineal standing would be had 
not regimental promotion prevailed. Its publication in 
the JouRNAL would be of very great interest to Infantry 
officers and others. The statement published some time 
ago that the President had declared his intention of ap- 
pointing general officers from officers having had Civil 
War service, or who had been overslaughed by regimental 
promotion, prompted the compilation of this list. The 
list shows the results of regimental promotion in the In- 
fantry arm of the Service, or, how Infantry officers would 
now stand lineally had the provisions of Section 1204, 
Revised Statutes, been complied with. It is compiled 
from the “Army List and Directory” of Sept. 20, 1907, 
and “Heitman’s Register,” and is believed to be abso- 
lutely correct. It only contains the names of the present 
field officers and those who would hold that rank under 
lineal promotion. Graduates of the Military Academy 
are given precedence according to their class standing at 
graduation. Officers appointed from the ranks, or civil 
life, on the same date, are given precedence according to 
their present rank as ‘shown in the Official Army Regis- 
ter for 1907.

In a historical note appearing in his “Military Laws 
ef the United States,” Brig. Gen. Geo. B. Davis, J.A. 
General, says: 

The rule of promotion in the line of the Army, as stated in 
Par. 22, of the Regulations of 1889, required that ‘‘promotions 
to the rank of captain will be made regimentally, to major, 
lieutenant colonel and colonel, according to arm of Service. 
This rule, which was replaced by the Act of Oct. 1, 1890, 
had its origin in an order of the Secretary of War, dated May 
which declared that promotions to the rank of 
captain shall be made regimentally, and to the rank of major 
and lieutenant colonel in the lines of the Artillery and In- 
fantry, respectively.’’ This order was supplemented by another, 
issued on May 7, 1808, making the above rule for promotion 
in the Infantry and Artillery applicable to the Cavalry and 
riflemen. 

The earliest Congressional action on the subject of promo- 
tion in the Army is contained in the fifth section of the Act 
of June 26, 1812 (2 Stat. L. 764), which provided that there- 
after ‘‘the promotion shall be made through the lines of ar- 
tillerists, light Artillery, dragoons, riflemen, and Infantry, 
respectively, according to established rule.’’ The rule therein 
referred to is that which was established by the executive 
order as above stated, and the effect of the statute was to give 
the order a legislative sanction. Subsequently, by Section 12 
of the Act of March 30, 1814 (3 Stat. L. 113), it was pro- 
vided ‘‘that from and after the passage of this act, promotions 
may be made through the whole Army in its several lines , of 
light Artillery, light dragoons, Artillery, Infantry and rifle- 
men, respectively.’’ Since the enactment of this last provision, 
which continued in force down to the revision of the statutes, 
promotions to the rank of captain have uniformly been made 
regimentally, so that the construction given thereto, in prac- 
tice has been that it made no change or modification of the 
previously existing rules. According to this construction 
(which was acted upon for about sixty years) the Act of 
1814, while it contemplated that promotion should be made 
in the several lines or arms through the whole Army, and that 
officers should be promoted only in their respective lines or 
arms, did not prescribe how promotions within the lines or 
arms should be made, whether regimentally or lineally. As 
thus understood—and the language of the act is susceptible 
of that interpretation—there was no conflict between it and the 
rule adverted to. 

Section 1204, Revised Statutes, contains substantially. a 
re-enactment of the provision above quoted from the Act of 
1814. When embodying that provision in the Revised Statutes 
it is reasonable to presume that Congress was familisr with 
the construction which had been placed thereon, and so long 
acted upon by the Executive Department, and that if it had 
been the intention of that body to introduce a different rule 
on the subject of promotion, different phraseology would have 
been chosen to signify such design. By adopting the language 
of the previous statute the fair inference is that its construc- 
tion was acquiesced in, and that no change in the law of pro- 
motion was intended, (17 Opin. Att, Gen. 65.) 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, U.S.M.A. 


Col. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., Superintendent of the 

U.S. Military Academy, gives prominence, in his annual 
report, to the diminishing numerical strength of the 
cadet corps and to the need of measures to imsure an 
increase in that body. To that end he recommends that 
provision be made for the appointment of three alternates 
instead of two. Attention is called to the large and in- 
creasing wumber of appointees in recent years who have 
failed to report, there having been. seventy-nine such in- 
stances during the year ending Aug. 31, 1907. On that 
date the Corps of Cadets was seventy-three below its 
authorized strength. The increase of resignations from 
the Army—-including, it is understood, nine members of 
this year’s graduating class at the Academy—is noted 
with Tegret. It is helieved that the more lucrative pur- 
suits and greater fields for promotion of private life are 
diverting young men from i a careers of small pay and 
slow promotion in our country’s service. 
a the year 111 cadets were graduated; thirty- 
seven were discharged for deficiencies in studies; four 
were discharged for physical disability; fifteen resigned 
and one withdrew. The discipline of the Corps of Cadets 
was generally satisfactory. there having been only a 
small number of minor infractions, all of which were 
promptly checked and the offenders punished. Only two 
eadets were tried by court-martial during the year. The 
practice of the last few years of drilling and _ disciplining 
the new cadets by the first classmen has had such bene- 
ficial effects that wonder is expressed that this method 
has not been in vogue from the beginning. Colonel 
Scott states that the commandant of cadets, Lieutenant 
Colonel Howze, and his assistants are entitled to much 
credit for the rapid and efficient manner in which the new 
cadets were made ready to enter the corps. 

The Superintendent has a word of approval for the 
Cadet Club, which has heen subjected to some criticism 
in letters published in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 
He points out that, inasmuch as the discipline of the 
eacet corps is locked after by the first class, the members 
of that class should .bear the same relation to the other 
classes that the first sergeant does to the company, being 
in close touch both with the enlisted men and the com- 
pany commander, and always on the side of discipline 
and order. All practicable measures should be taken to 
increase the sense of responsibility on the part of the first 
class men and foster in them the spirit of pride in their 
profession. With that‘end in view the Cadet Club was 
established, easily accessible and solely for the first class, 
and privileges given this class alone, which segregates it 
and gives it a prestige it has never had before. It has 
been carefully watched during the short time it has been 
in operation, and so far has had no deleterious effect on 
the prosecution of the academic course, but on the other 
hand results are ee in discipline which it is 

vill increase with time. an y 
Seeionel Scott recommends that an additional artillery 
officer be permanently detailed for duty at the Academy ; 
also that the organization. of the artillery detachment 
be that of a regular field battery, with an electrician 
sergeant, first class, and a master gunner in addition to 
assist in caring for the electrical apparatus and valuable 
coast artillery fire-control instruments, and the service of 
the guns, and the instruction of eadets in their use. It 
is recommended that all assistant professors and in- 
structors ke placed on the same footing as members of the 
detailed staff and kept for longer periods. It is time to 
acknowledge the superiority of specialists in the art and 
science of war as well as in other professions. 

The admission of candidates to the Academy on cer- 
tificates from local schools and colleges in lieu of the 
regular entrance examination has been discontinued, as 
the certificate system gave very unsatisfactory results. 
It was found that the classes would be much better 
grounded if eo Bt and uniform entrance examina- 
ions were required. : 
ver he pecahd of the prescribed course of target practice 
for cadets shows a marked improvement in this branch 
of practical instruction, the individual figure of merit 
having been 105.83 as against 87.43 last year. . The 
health of the cadets during the year was unusually good, 
there having been less malaria than is customary, and 
none of the diseases such as scarlet fever, mumps, chicken- 
pox, measles, ete., which are often brought in by civilians 
employed on the reservation. Four cases of typhoid fever 
occurred upon the return of the cadets from the James- 
town Exposition, undoubtedly contracted there from food 
and water taken outside their camp in violation of orders. 
The eases are all convalescent. No deaths occurred 
among the cadets during the year. There was a gain of 
5.232 days of study over the number reported lost last 
rear from sickness. ’ 
: Remarking that the achievements of the Academic 
Board and the corps of officers and instructors at the 
Academy during the year deserve high commendation, Col- 
onel Scott adds: “I wish to invite especial attention to 
the capable and faithful services of Capt. Frank W. Coe, 
C.A.C., whose tour of duty as adjutant of the Military 
Academy ended Aug. 31, 1907. In no office has the 
growth of the Academy made heavier demands than in 
that of the adjutant, which demands were met by Captain 
Coe in a most capable and efficient manner.” : 

Accompanying Colonel Scott’s report is that of Lieut. 
Col. Robert L. Howze, U.S.A., Commandant of Cadets, in 
which he makes the following recommendations: That 
provision be made for the detail of two additional ern- 
tains as battalion commanders and another artillery o%i- 
cer to give instruction in modern artillery; that the al- 
lowance of ammunition for the gunnery instruction be in- 
creased: that the new model: Maxim guns already asked 
for ke furnished; that the field artillery be increased 
to a battery; that medals be issued to cadets for excel- 
lence in the use of the revolver; that provision be made 
for the purchase, annually, of ten specially trained ponies ; 
that proper escort wagons, with four-mule teams, be sup- 
plied for the annual practice march and field service. 
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War Department officials are interested in the civil pro- 
ceedings instituted by 1st Lieut. James D. Watson, of 
the 28th Co., Coust Artillery, stationed at Fort McHenry, 
against Israel Uchitel, a dealer in clothing, of 8 South 
Poppleton street, Baltimore, on charges of having pur- 
chased uniform clothing from a soldier stationed at that 
fort. Instructions have been issued to the commanding 
officer of Fort McHenry to personally look into the case 
and afford Lieutenant Watson support in prosecution of 
the alleged offender.. The action is understood to have 
heen taken as the result of a circular recently issued by 
the War Department, instructing all officers to keep a 
sharp look-out for enlisted men disposing of their cloth- 
ing and to punish both seller and buyer in order to break 
up the practice. The soldier may be sentenced to dis- 





missal and imprisonment for the offense, and the pur- 
chaser from one to five years’ imprisonment, or a fine of 
$1,000 to $5,000. The offenses have been particularly nu- 
merous at Army posts adjacent to large cities and it has 
grown to be an evil, for the cure of which Col. John Bid- 
dle Porter, as acting judge advocate general, in his annual 
report recently recommended that careful vigilance be ex- 
ercised to detect the offenders, both military and civil, 
and mete out the prescribed punishment to both. Many 
cases have been reported lately from Fort Myer, soldiers 
there selling clothing in Georgetown and Alexandria, and 
from Forts Thomas, Sheridan, Snelling, Leavenworth 
and Slocum. One difficulty encountered is to prove that 
a soldier has sold his clothing without finding the pur- 
chaser, and this is more difficult in the larger cities. 
Again, civil courts have been found rather too lenient in 
dealing with the buyers. Private Hemphill, of the 128th 
Company of Coast Artillery, Fort McHenry, who was 
detected by Lieutenant Watson leaving the fort with a 
pair of shoes under his arm, was arrested. Upon being 
promised immunity if he would disclose the name of the 
purchaser of an overcoat, which was supposed to have 
panear he is said to have confessed that he sold it to 
Jehitel. 
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Rear Admiral Charles 8. Sperry returned to Washing- 
ton the past week after his extended stay at The Hague 
as the naval delegate from the United States to the Peace 
Conference. He had a conference with Secretary Met- 
calf, Rear Admiral Evans, and Rear Admiral Brownson, 
and made a call on Secretary Root to pay his respects as 
a member of The Hague conference. Admiral Sperry’s 
visit at this time has especial interest from the fact that 
he is to command the Fourth Division of the Atlantic 
Fleet on the voyage to the Pacific. And there is further 
interest because he is likely to return in command of the 
fleet, as Admiral Evans retires Aug. 18 next, Admiral 
Thomas Oct. 1, and Admiral Emory Dee. 17, 1908. As 
it is generally believed the fleet will make the tour of the 
world, starting homeward in January, 1909, this would 
place Admiral Sperry in command on the return voyage. 
Admiral Sperry urges that the battleships having been 
consolidated in one big fleet, they should be kept together. 
His argument is drawn from the team work of football, 
the skill of the units of a fleet working in unison with all 
others in, the flect, being the element of greatest effective- 
ness in time of action. Admiral Sperry took part in the 
conference that arranged the itinerary of the fleet. 
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The recent drowning of two enlisted men of the Army 
in the Philippines, who were in swimming with the 








_ equipment prescribed in orders relating to instruction 


in swimming, moves the Manila Times to inquire whether 
the order in question is all that it should be. Noting that 
the drowned men were excellent swimmers, our contem- 
porary remarks: “Kven in time of war i¢ is pretty cer- 
tain that the occasions will not be very frequent in which 
such a practice of swimming with rifle and kit will have 
to be resorted to, and, even when resorted to, it will be 
only by odd detachments. At best, it can only be said that 
it is a remote contingency which is being provided against, 
and yet, in providing against it, very serious risks, evi- 
dently, are being incurred. So we say a system which 
apparently demands sacrifice of life for an improbable 
contingency is wrong.” We are obliged to dissent from 
this view of the case. The numerous drownings of sol- 
diers in the Philippines show that so long as we main- 
tain garrisons in the islands swimming should be in- 
cluded in the training of the soldier. Improvements may 
possibly be made in the method of imparting that in- 
struction, but changes should be made with a view to 
greater ‘safety for the individual rather than to curtail 
the exercise, 
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In response to the demand ¢/ certain Philadelphia clergy- 
men that Sunday baseball playing by the bluejackets at 
the League Island Navy Yard shall cease, Mr. George E. 
Woodhouse, secretary of the naval Y.M.C.A. of the Qua- 
ker City, politely suggests that the demand would come 
with better grace if the gentlemen who make it had done 


their full share to protect the sailors ashore. “I believe 
in the observance of the Sabbath,’ says Mr. Woodhouse, 
“but I would rather take chances on a game of Sunday 
baseball that keeps these sailors on the island than to 
take measures that will drive them into the dens to which 
sailors are easily drawn. Their very uniforms make 
them the snecial prey of runners for the dens. Think 
what sacrifice these brave fellows make for us. They 
are away from home and friends for weeks, and shipboard 
with its routine becomes a dull affair. We must take 
care of them while they are ashore, and no man, be he a 
minister or a layman, need talk to me about shutting off 
the Sunday games at League Island until he shows some 


real interest in these neglected and often sorely tempted ° 


boys.” 





Gen. Horace Porter, one of the American delegates 
to the recent International Peace Conference at The 
Hague, who returned to the United States on Nov. 5, 
contends that the work of the conference amply justifies 
the assembling of that body. “War seems remote now,” 
says General Porter, in a current newspaper interview, 
“but we have done much to ameliorate the horrors of it 
if it should oceur. We have provided for the better pro- 
tection of prisoners and wounded and for a more full 
recognition of the Red Cross and other societies in the 
interests of humanity. * * * While the rules gov- 
erning warfare on land had been pretty well codified and 
recognized internationally, no such action had previously 
been taken regarding naval warfare. Much labor was 
expended in the conference just closed in the adoption 
of a series of rules governing warfare both on the sea and 
the land and defining the rights and duties of belligerents 
and neutrals. These rules will go far in the future, it 
is believed, toward preventing third parties from being 
drawn into a war.” 
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Experiments with the new telephoto camera, conducted 
by the Signal Corps of the U.S. Army, have proved a re- 
markable success. Test photographs taken by Major 
Edgar Russel, U.S.A., from the top of the Washing- 
ton Monument, show something of the results which can 
be obtained with the instrument. A picture of the Capi- 
tol was taken at a distance of 7,500 feet and one of the 
new Union Station at a distance of 8,700 feet, or about 


one and one-half miles. The telephoto camera is an ar- 
rangement of reflecting lenses which gives a result simi- 
lar to that to be obtained if a picture were taken through 
a telescope. ‘This camera makes it possible to focus up- 
on a small area at a great distance and reproduces the 
objects in that area as clearly as can be done with an 
ordinary camera at a short distance. The usefulness of 
the camera to military men lies in its reproduction in 
detail at a great distance of the strength of an enemy, 
troop formations and fortifications. 





Information having reached the War Department to 
the effect that the Canadian government contemplated the 
establishing of a great battlefield park on the Plains of 
Abraham, near Quebec, the Acting Secretary of War, 
General Oliver, has, through the Department of State, 


‘extended to the Canadian Premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 


and the Canadian Minister of Militia, Sir Frederick Bor- 
den, a cordial invitation ‘to visit the Gettysburg National 
Military Park at Gettysburg, Pa. It is thought that such 
a visit to Gettysburg might be useful to the Canadian 
government in devising plans for the battlefield park on 
the ground made historic by the tragic battle between 
Wolfe and and Montcalm, and it is intimated that the in- 
vitation extended by General Oliver will be eagerly ac- 
cepted. In that event our Canadian visitors will be en- 
abled to survey an area which, in military interest and 
picturesque beauty, both of nature and art, is unsur- 
passed in the Western world. 
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Comparing the records of football teams thus far in 
the season, the New York Sun notes that up to the pres- 
ent week every varsity team of importance in the East 
has been scored on in at least two games except Yale, 
West Point, Tufts and Dartmouth, and of these two, 
¥ale and West Point, have not been scored on at all. 
West Point, with its total of seventy-one points for five 
games, has averaged more points a game than has An- 
napolis, with its ninety-four points for eight games. The 
Army’s opponents, however, do not average up as strong 
as the Navy’s. The midshipmen have had more hard 
games. Neither of these teams has scored a hundred 
points, indicating that the attack is backward. They 
can afford to have it so. ‘Their season is longer than 
any of the others, and they have four weeks left in which 
to put on steam. 
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In order to house the Coast Artillery forces provided 
for in the recent Artillery Act, Congress will be asked in 
the estimates from the Secretary of War to authorize 
the construction of 178 officers’ quarters, thirty-two com- 
pany barracks, six band barracks, and 218 sets of quar- 
ters for non-commissioned officers. The plan’ for work- 
ing out the increase of shelter at the coast defense forts 
has been under consideration by General Murfay, as- 
sisted by Capt. Johnson Hagood, and definite. recom- 
mendations have been prepared which will soon be made 
public. 
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The Army and Navy Joint Board met during the past 
week and discussed at some length the old question 
whether the naval base in the Philippines should be 
established at Cavite or Subig Bay, with the result that 
no decisive action was reached on the matter, notwith- 
standing reports to the effect that the board was unani- 
mous for developing the fortifications at Subig. It was 
decided to go forward with the work under way there 
and the trend of argument is manifestly for Olongapo. 
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Rear Admiral Brownson, U.S.N., accompanied by 
Comdr. H. B. Wilson, inspected the Naval Training 
School at Norfolk dfiring the past week. He will rec- 
ommend that Congress provide for permanent station by 
purchasing the government buildings at the Jamestown 
Exposition. There are 1, men now in the naval school 
at Norfolk living in tents. The school has no special 
appropriation, but is maintained by Bureau funds. 
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The Army Board of Ordnance and Fortifications held a 
two days‘ session this week and postponed final action on 
wirewound guns until the next meeting, in December. Mr. 
Brown was present and was heard with his counsel 
in support of his gun. General Crozier was present as 
witness for the government. Considerable time was de- 
voted to war balloons and dirigibles. 
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Secretary Taft cabled the War Department Nov. 8 
that he would start for Vladivostok Nov. 9, at 10 a.m., 
with Rear Admiral Hemphill’s fleet, going to fall cruise. 
The fleet consists of the Rainbow, Galveston and Chatta- 
nooga. ‘The latter will touch Nagasaki Nov. 14 for des- 
patches for the Secretary. 
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It is announced that President Roosevelt will review 
the Atlantic Battleship Fleet on Dec. 16, the day it is to 
sail for the Pacific. Lieut. C. P. Nelson, who has been in 
command of the second torpedo flotilla, will be ordered to 
command the repairship Panther, which is to accompany 
the Atlantic Fleet. The vessel will go into commission 
at the navy yard, New York, Nov. 18. 
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Battery D, 2d Field Artillery, will. be relieved from 
duty at Fort D. A. Russell and will proceed to San Fran- 
cisco in time to embark for Manila, June 5, 1908. The 
battery will be recruited to its maximum authorized 
strength. 'The animals of the battery will be sent to Seat- 
tle, Wash., for embarkation from that port. 
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Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, reports that the 
new wireless stations at Fairbanks and Circle City, 
Alaska, are ready for operation. They are 140 miles apart 
and have a radius of 250 miles. 
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Capt. C. D. V. Hunt, quartermaster, U.S.A., has. been 
allowed $450 as reimbursement for loss of certain private 
property which was destroyed by the earthquake and fire 
at San Francisco. ‘

RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Lieut. Col. Charles A. Varnum, 4th U.S. Cav., who was 
placed on the retired list Oct. 31, 1907, for disability 
incident to the Service, would not have retired for age 
until June 21, 1908. He is an officer of gallant record, 
and had considerable experience with hostile Indians, and 
is the holder of medal of honor for gallantry. The medal 
was awarded for distinguished gallantry while captain 
in the 7th Cavalry in December, 1890, in an action with 
the Indians at White Clay Creek, S.D. While executing 
an order to withdraw, Colonel Varnum saw that if the 
order was obeyed another troop of his regiment would be 
exposed to the danger of being cut off from the main body 
of the troops and surrounded by the Indians. He dis- 
regarded the order to retire, placed himself at the head 
of his men and led a charge against the Indians, gain- 
ing a commanding position that had been vacated, and 
insuring the withdrawal of both detachments without 
further loss. Colonel Varnum was born in New York, 
June 21, 1849, and was appointed to the Military Acad- 
emy from Florida. He was graduated in 1872 and as- 
signed to the 7th Cavalry as a second lieutenant and re- 
mained with that command until Sept. 22, 1904, when he 
was transferred to the 9th Cavalry. He was promoted 
lieutenant colonel, 4th Cay., April 10, 1905. Among 
other service he took part in the Yellowstone Expedition 
in 1873, and was engaged against Sioux Indians at 
Tongue river, Dakota, Aug. 4, and Yellowstone river, 
Mont., Aug. 11, 1873. He took part in the Sioux Expe- 
dition of 1876, being engaged in the battle of the Little 
Big Horn, June 25 and 26, 1876, where he was wounded. 

Lieut. Col. George F. E. Harrison, Coast Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., promoted colonel, vice Walker, deceased, was 
born in California, Noy. 8, 1851, and is due to retire for 
age Nov. 8, 1915. After graduating a second lieutenant 
at the U.S.M.A., June 13, 1873, he was assigned to the 
2d Artillery, and was ordered in garrison at Fort Mc- 
Henry, Md. He served among other duties as assistant 
professor of French at the U.S.M.A., and also as assistant 
instructor of artillery tactics and as assistant professor 
of geography, history and ethics. He was on duty at 
the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, and was instructor 
of artillery and engineering in the Infantry and Cavalry 
School. He was also on duty at Fort Adams and Fort 
Slocum, and was in command of the defenses of Portland 
Head, Me., from May 13, 1898, to June 9, 1899. He 
was promoted captain, 7th Art., March 8, 1898; major, 
Art. Corps, Feb. 21, 1902, and lieutenant colonel, April 1, 
1906. He is a graduate of the Army War College and of 
the Artillery School. 

Major Frank B. Andrus, 12th U.S. Inf., who was re- 
tired, to take effect Jan. 1, 1908, upon his own applica- 
tion, after more than thirty years’ service, was born in 
Michigan, March 4, 1859, and was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1881, as a second lieutenant and 
assigned to the 4th Infantry. His first duty, after grad- 
uation, was on frontier duty at Fort Sanders, Wyo., and 
after serving at other posts in Wyoming he was on fron- 
tier duty at Fort Omaha, and served in Idaho, Washing- 
ton, etc. He was transferred to the 4th Infantry, July 
20, 1891, and became a captain in that regiment April 
26, 1898. He served with his regiment in the field camps 
and in the operations against Santiago, Cuba. He sub- 
sequently served in the Philippines, and was transferred 
tc the 27th Infantry, Aug. 31, 1901; to the Sth Infantry, 
Nov. 22, 1902, and when promoted major, Oct. 30, 1905, 
was assigned to the 12th Infantry. He is a graduate of 
the Infantry and Cavalry School, class of 1885. 

Rear Admiral Henry W. Lyon, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired for age on Noy. 8, 1907, is a native of Massachu- 
setts, and is one of the survivors of the disastrous Samoan 
hurricane, in which several warships were lost, in 1889. 
He was graduated from the Navai Academy in 1866, be- 
ing assigned to the Sacramento. That vessel, while under 
the command of Capt. Napoleon Collins, was wrecked, on 
June 19, 1867, in the Bay of Bengal, and proved a total 
loss. The officers and crew saved themselves by means 
of rafts and boats, and no lives were lost. Among other 
duties he was subsequently on the guard of the Mediter- 
ranean Squadron, on the Richmond, Franklin, Tennessee, 
Galena and Trenton. He was in command of the Nipsic 
during the hurricane in Samoa in 1889, the vessel being 
driven ashore. After being floated the Nipsic was taken 
to Honolulu, the passage being made with a jury rudder, 
deformed screw, and all the outside keel gone, and leak- 
ing. It was pronounced a wonderfully nervy and skillful 
feat of seamanship.

Many friends 
of the deceased were present and numerous floral offer- 
ings were placed upon and about the casket. Mrs, George 
W. Read sang, “Lead, Kindly Light” very effectively, 
and the remarks of the pastor upon the life and church 
service of Mrs. Sorley were touching and appropriate. 
The burial was in Lakeview Cemetery in the family lot 
beside the husband, six children and one grandson, who 
had preceded her into the life beyond. Mrs. Sorley was 
born in Mobile, July 28, 1828, and was of distinguished 
ancestry on both sides of her family. Her paternal 
great-grandfather was Thomas Stone, one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, while on her mother’s 
side she was descended from the Virginia families of 
Lewis, Warner, Howell and Kennon. One of her ances- 
tors, John Lewis, married Elizabeth Warner of Warner 
Hall, one of whose sons, Col. Fielding Lewis, married 
Betty, the sister of George Washington; another son, 
Robert Lewis, was the ancestor of Meriwether Lewis, 
the explorer of the upper Missouri river and the Oregon 
country; a third son, Charles Lewis of the Byrd. (a 
famous old Virginia estate), was the direct ancestor 
of Mrs. Sorley (née Stone). “The life of Mrs. Sorley,” 
writes a correspondent, “exemplified many noble Chris- 
tian traits of character. She was a loving and faithful 
wife, a devoted mother, a loyal friend. Her Christian 
faith was the guiding star of her daily walk and con- 
versation, and her Bible her constant companion.” 

Mrs. Sarah Maria Chamberlain, of Bristol, Me., mother 
of Capt. Weston P. Chamberlain, asst. surg., U.S.A.. 
died at New Orleans, La., Oct. 31, 1907.

Mrs. Edmund Kirby-Smith, widow of the Confederate 
general, E. Kirby-Smith, died at her home in Sewanee, 
Tenn., on Sunday, Nov. 3, 1907, after an illness of a lit- 
tle over a week. She was born on Sept. 28, 1837, in 
Lynchburg, Va., where, as Miss Cassie Selden, she reigned 
as a belle, and where in 1861 she met and married Gen- 
eral Kirby-Smith during the early days of the Civil War. 
She accompanied her husband on most of his campaigns, 
and her two oldest daughters were war-time babies and 
pets of the Confederate army. Since her husband’s death 
in 1895 she lived in Sewanee, where she was universally 
loved and known as “Mother dear,” a title originally given 
her by her grandchildren. In losing her, Sewanee and the 
South have lost one of their sweetest, truest daughters, 
and one of the last of the representatives of the old South 
and the days “before the war.” Mrs. Kirby-Smith is 
survived by her stepfather, five sisters, two brothers, six 
daughters, five sons and thirteen grandchildren. Her sec- 
ond son is Capt. Reynold M. Kirby-Smith, who recently 
resigned from the Medical Corps of the U.S. Army. ‘ 

Mrs. Henrietta W. Wilson, widow of the late Gen. 
Thomas Wilson, U.S.A., retired, and mother of Mrs. War- 
ren Switzler, Mrs. Daniel Hall Boughton, wife of Major 
Boughton, U.S.A., and of Miss Margaret Wilson, died on 
Oct. 29, 1907, at the residence of her son-in-law, Warren 
Switzler, in Omaha, Neb. vit 

Mrs. Geo. W. Maher, mother of 2d Lieut. J. Y. Maher 

and of Chief Engr. G. B. Maher, U.S.R.C.S., died in 
Washington, D.C., Nov. 3, 1907. 
_ Lieut. Col. Thomas Elwood Rose, U.S.A., retired, died 
in Washington, D.C., Nov. 6, 1907. He was born in 
Pennsylvania March 12, 1830, and enlisted in the 12th 
Pennsylvania Infantry at the outbreak of the Civil War; 
was promoted to captain, 77th Pennsylvania, in October, 
1861; colonel in 1863, and in 1865 was made brevet brig- 
adier general for gallant and meritorious services in the 
battles of Liberty Gap and Chickamauga. He was ap- 
pointed captain, 11th U.S.. Infantry, July 28, 1866; was 
assigned to the 16th Infantry in February, 1870, and 
reached the rank of major, 18th Infantry, in 1892, and 
was placed on the retired list in 1894. He was advanced 
to lieutenant colonel on the retired list April 23, 1904. 

Capt. William N. Blow, U.S.A., retired, died at the 
Sarah Leigh Hospital, Norfolk, Va., Oct. 28, 1907, fol- 
lowing an operation for appendicitis. The deceased was 
a native of Virginia, and graduated from the Virginia 
Military Institute with high honors in 1876, and for 
some years devoted himself to the practice of civil en- 
gineering. He was an officer of superior attainments, 
and was greatly esteemed by all who had the pleasure of 
his acquaintance. He was appointed second lieutenant, 
15th Infantry, Oct. 20, 1884. He served with his regi- 
ment at Fort Randall, Dakota, till 1890; Fort Sheridan, 
Ul, till 1896. He acted as adjutant general of the 
troops engaged in suppressing the riots in Chicago, IIL, 
in 1894.

M., when he was appointed, June, 1898, a major of the 
4th Virginia Volunteers, with which he served in Cuba

and by a singular coincidence his father and grandfather 
had served in the 4th as first lieutenants. He was dis- 
pursing officer of the Cuban census till February, 1901. 
He was promoted captain in 1899, and served with his 
company in the relief expedition in China in 1900, where 
he went with his regiment to the Philippines, where he 
served till 1902. He returned to the U.S, in 1902, and 
was stationed at Monterey, Cal., at the time of his re- 
tirement, Nov. 25, 1905, for disability in the line of duty.

Speaking of Mr. F..S. Cody, the American inventor of 
the war-kite, who is now employed by the British military 
authorities, our London contemporary, the United Service 
Gazette, says: “By the way, it would be more correct 
on our part to address Mr. Cody as Colonel Cody, seeing 
that. he holds a bonafide colonel’s commission in the Unit- 
ed States Army, albeit he does not belong to the Regular 
branch of it.” “Colonel” Cody has never been an officer 
of the United States Army, which has no branches in the 
sense of which our contemporary uses the term. His title 
is doubtless derived from service with state troops, or 
possibly, as that of Buffalo Bill was, by service on the 
staff of the Governor of some state. Our contemporary 
further says of Colonel. Cody: “His life has hitherto 








been crowded with incident and adventure, almost rivaling 
in their nature the exploits of his brother, the renowned 
‘Buffalo Bill.’ He first appeared in this country on the 
music-hall stage as a cowboy artist, lasso-slinger, and 
trick-shot. Next, in 1897, he appeared at the Grand 
Theater, Stonehouse, Plymouth, during the run of ‘Red 
Riding Hood.’ He took no part in the piece, but simply 
filled an interlude as an ‘extra turn.’ Conspicuous in his 
red shirt, he skilfully shot cigarettes out of a lady’s lips, 
much to the delight of an admiring audience. Finally 
he gravitated towards Aldershot, where he is now in the 
employment of the British War Office in connection with 
his fleet of war-kites and the new airship.”

3. On certificate of disability, or under rules governing dis- 
charge by purchase, by direction of the commander of a terri- 
torial department or army in the field. 

4. By order of the commanding general, Philippines Divi- 
sion, as authorized by Paragraph 124. 

5. In compliance with an order of one of the United States 
courts, or a justice or a judge thereof, on a writ of habeas 
corpus.

Twenty-five yards: two scores, rapid fire, eight seconds to 
each score of five shots. 

Twenty-five yards: two scores, timed fire, twenty seconds to 
each score of five shots. 

Fifty yards: two scores, timed fire, twenty seconds to each 
score of five shots. 

Seventy-five yards: two scores, slow fire, twenty seconds 
to each shot, five shots to each score. 

Expert qualification: Eighty per cent., or 200 out of 250 
oints. 

7 Those who qualify in the course will be designated as ‘‘re- 
volver marksmen,’’ ‘‘revolver sharpshooters,’’ or ‘‘revolver 
experts,’’ and will be entitled to wear a suitable decoration 
indicating the qualification attained.

In view of the apparently unnecessary length of time that 
is permitted to elapse in many cases after enlistment and be- 
fore the identification records required by G.O. No. 68, W.D., 
April 7, 1906, are made, and of the delay in some cases in 
forwarding those records to the Adjutant General’s Office 
after they have been made, the attention of commanding offi- 
cers and responsible medical officers is invited to the require- 
ment, published in G.O. No. 85, W.D., April 11, 1907, that 
identification records in cases of original enlistement shall be 
completed immediately after enlistment and forwarded to the 
Adjutant General’s Office by the first mail. 

Orders now in force require an identification record to be 
made and forwarded in the case of every man who enlists or 
re-enlists in the Regular Army, and the same promptness 
should be observed in making and forwarding those records in 
cases of re-enlistment as is required in cases of original en- 
listment. 

Some identification records bearing the signature of one 
soldier and the signature-impression (finger print) of another 
have been received in the Adjutant General’s Office. If the 
signature-impression is recorded immediately after the signa- 
ture of the soldier is written, as directed on the form, that 
class of errors can be avoided. In all cases, before identifica- 
tion records are forwarded from the post at which made, the 
signature-impression should be compared with the rolled im- 
pression on the opposite side of the finger-print form, for the 
purpose of making sure that they are impressions of the same 
finger. 

The number of identification records received in the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office with the rolled impressions of the 
fingers of the right hand recorded in the spaces intended for 
those of the left hand and the rolled impressions of the fingers 
of the left hand in the spaces intended for those of the right, 
or with the rolled impressions not recorded in proper sequence, 
indicates that the comparison of the plain and the rolled im- 
pressions required on page 5 of War Department Circular No. 
44, of Aug. 6, 1906, is not made in many cases. Much cor- 
respondence will be avoided and the securing of satisfactory 
identification records facilitated if the inspection and com- 
parison of finger-print records required in that circular are 
carefully made by the surgeon in all cases before those records 
are forwarded to the Adjutant General’s Office.

Opposed to 
their testimony as to the material facts in the case was that 
of only two witnesses, both occupying civil positions—one a 

2 pal presidente, who duct the examination of the 
prisoners and ordered their punishment, and the other now 
& postmaster—and both of whom*had the strongest possible rea- 
sons—probable prosecution by civil authority together with 
the loss of position—for trying to conceal the commission of 
the offenses to which they were parties. 

‘*While a court-martial is the judge of the credibility of wit- 
nesses and the weight to be attached to their testimony, a care- 
ful consideration of the evidence of record fails to disclose 
sufficient grounds for the findings, and when these are con- 
sidered in connection with the court’s rulings and decisions 
there is no escape from the conclusion that, as an instrument 
for arriving at justice, this court-martial has failed in: its 
duty. Repetitions of instances of this kind will speedily 
destroy public confidence in courts-martial. 

*‘Lieutenant Moller’s admissions to the inspector establish 

conduct on his part which brings just reproach upon the 
Service, and is a stain on his manhood. The fact that he did 
not actually order the maltreatment established in evidence 
does not lessen in the least his own responsibility therefor. 
He knew that such procedures were in direct violation of the 
orders governing the troops in the operations referred to. The 
maltreatment took place in his quarters or room; he was pres- 
ent throughout it, snd a word or a sign from him would have 
put an instant end to it. 
“This trial leaves Lieutenant Moller in an unenviable posi- 
tion. If his sworn statements to the inspector are accepted 
as truthful, then the two witnesses called by the defense, who 
testified they were present at the time of the alleged ill treat- 
ment of the native prisoners, knowingly swore falsely regard- 
ing the material allegations. No other conclusion can be ar- 
rived at when the number and character of the questions asked 
these witnesses are considered than that the answers they 
gave were those expected and desired. Lieutenant Moller’s 
position would command more respect, had he in his trial 
insisted on bringing all the facts and circumstances bearing 
on the allegations made against him to the knowledge of the 
court. 

‘*The character of the defense followed reflects likewise on 
the counsel, and he, being an officer of the Army, is instructed 
that the first requirements of duty demand of him at all times 
his best efforts for the preservation of discipline, and this is 
the only latitude allowed by the regulation which warns a coun- 
sel to guard the interests of the accused ‘by all honorable 
and legitimate means known to the law, so far as they are not

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.O. 72, SEPT. 17, 1907, DEPT. OF VISAYAS. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. for the 
trial of 2d Lieuts. John J. Moller and Claire R. Bennett, 8th 
U.S. Inf., charged with conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline. Col. Daniel H. Brush, 24th Inf., was 
president, and Capt. Beverly A. Read, acting judge advocate, 
judge advocate of the court. 

The specifications in the case of Lieutenant Moller alleged 
that he, being in command at Tolosa, Leyte, about Oct. 12, 
1906, and having in his custody and under his protection in 
the guard house certain native prisoners and reputed pula- 
janes, did, in deliberate disregard of the protection due the 
prisoners, permit and allow them, being defenseless and en- 
titled to protection, to be tormented by the presidente of Tolosa 
and party, and that Lieutenant Moller, being present and not 
preventing the same, by having their fingers squeezed and 
mashed in a small vice for the purpose of extorting informa- 
tion which the prisoners were supposed to p 

The specifications in the case of Lieutenant Bennett were 
practically the same as those in the case of Lieutenant 
Moller. 3 

The court found both officers not guilty of the specifications 
and of the charge and acquitted them. General Mills, in re- 
viewing the proceedings, said: 

‘*Preceding the trial in the foregoing case of 2d Lieut. 
John J. Moller, 8th Inf., an investigation was had of asser- 
tions made to the effect that, during the late pulajan troubles 
in the Island of Leyte, Army officers had permitted and been 
parties to the maltreatment of Filipino prisoners in their 
custody. The investigation was made by an officer of the 
Inspector General’s Department and followed the regular and 
usual procedure of such matters, Lieutenant Moller being ad- 
vised of the substance of the sworn statements of the witnesses 
which tended to incriminate him and being given an oppor- 
tunity to make a reply if he so desired. He did so, and under 
oath voluntarily admitted their truth, substantially. The above 
charge and specifications were preferred and Lieutenant Mol- 
ler’s trial thereon was ordered. 

‘*In the trial the court refused to admit for the prosecution 
the testimony of the inspecting officer concerning the admis- 
sions made to him under oath by Lieutenant Moller, although 
the inspector testified that such admissions were wholly vol- 
untary and made without advice or inducement by him of any 
nature. No evidence was presented to the court to question 
this statement, or any tending to show that at the time Lieu- 
tenant Moller made his admissions he was not in the full pos- 
session of all his faculties and intelligence. The court also re- 
fused to admit in evidence, when offered by the judge advocate, 
so much of the inspecting officer’s written report as related to 
the charges involving Lieutenant Moller, and, finally, the court 
ruled out the complete report of the investigation. The action 
of the court in excluding the inspector’s testimony concerning 
the voluntary issi of Lieutenant Moller, such testimony 
being, as it was, the best evidence on the subject, is inde- 
fensible. The evidence of the inspector was tial, also, to 
have enabled the court to arrive at a complete knowledge of 
the case so that it might make the full investigation it was 
its duty to make. So, too, even at the expense of a technical 
civil rule, if such in reality exists, the court should have re- 
ceived in evidence so much of the written report of the in- 
spector as related to Lieutenant Moller’s case. This record 
had especial value, as it would have enabled the court to test 
the credibility of some of the principal witnesses by comparing 
their statements to the inspector with their testimony on the 
witness stand. 

‘*‘But wholly excluding the evidence ruled out, the guilt of 
Lieutenant Moller, as materially alleged, seems established be- 
yond any reasonable doubt by unimpeached evidence of record. 
This evidence shows that ten Filipino prisoners, held as sus- 
pected pulajanes in the custody of the civil authorities of 
Tanauan, Leyte, were, on Oct. 12, 1906, turned over by the 
presidente of that place to Lieutenant Bennett, 8th Inf., at the 
latter’s request, and by him with a guard of soldiers escorted 
to the town of Tolosa, Leyte, where they were conducted to and 
held at a building occupied as barracks by a detachment of 
soldiers commanded by Lieutenant Moller, and used also b 
him as quarters. There the escort of soldiers was dismissed 











ent with military relations.’ The presentation of un- 
truths or the suppression of truth is inconsistent with such 
relations. The conduct of the defense in this case, for the rea- 
sons stated, is not viewed as either honorable, legitimate or in 
accordance with military practice. The proceedings, findings 
and acquittal are disapproved.’’ 
The comments in the case of Lieutenant Bennett were the 
same as those given above.

It is the announced purpose of the War 
Department not to consider amendments or modifications 
of the pay bill in view of the fact that the measure has 
passed beyond the control of the Department and received 
the approval of the President. This announcement hav- 
ing been promptly followed by sending a young officer 
who had distinguished himself and was held worthy to 
act as an instructor and exemplar to the cadets at the 
Military Academy to join his regiment in the Philippines, 
it may be assumed that officers who criticize and oppose 
the action of the Department and of the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army will do so at their peril. Captain 
Stewart has achieved reputation as a literary man, having 
written in his popular “Nth Foot” an entertaining his- 
tory of his regiment and also contributed to various mag- 
azines numerous very good Army stories. He commanded 
the company of Regulars that put up the amazingly fine 
drill at Madison Square Garden in the tournament two

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HEALTH CONDITIONS IN VARIOUS ARMIES. 


It is difficult to compare health conditions in the United 
States Army with those in other armies, the principal 
reason being that in the United States the hospital ad- 
missions include all soldiers who have been excused from 
any part of their military duties, while this is not the 
case in any other country. Moreover, recruiting con- 
ditions vary greatly in different countries, the United 
States and Great Britain depending upon voluntary en- 
listments, while all other countries have conscription. 
Then, again, the strength is differently estimated in dif- 
ferent countries, and some have a low death rate because 
their sick are promptly discharged or retired and die out 
of service instead of on sick report. 

Nevertheless, certain comparisons are both possible and 
interesting. The highest admission rate, 1,321, last year, 
was in the Dutch army; the next highest, 1,179, was in 
the U.S. Army, and the lowest, 348, in the Russian army. 
The highest death rate, 5.61, was in the British army, 
the next highest, 5.28, was in the U.S. Army, and the 
lowest, 1.86, in the Prussian army. The best basis for 
comparison is the record of total losses, representing the 
combined rates for deaths and discharges. According 
to this record, the United States Army stood fourth after 
those of Belgium, Russia and Great Britain, but far 
ahead of all others. An important factor in judging the 
relative healthfulness of armies is the average duration 
of each case of sickness. Measured by this standard the 
United States Army stood fourth after the armies of 
Prussia, Bavaria and Holland. The average duration of 
each case in the American Army was about half that of 
the average in the British army and ‘a little more than 
half the average in the Russian army. 

The admission rate in the United States Army was 
lower than in most other armies for pneumonia, pleurisy, 
scarlatina, sunstroke, erysipelas and cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, but far higher for alcoholism, influenza, mumps, and 
venereal diseases. The United States Army rate was 
lower than the Russian rate for diphtheria, erysipelas, 
malaria, pleurisy, pneumonia, trachoma and variola. The 
admission rate for dysentery was lower in the British 
than in the United States Army, but while the British 
had a death rate of 0.16 per 1,000 from that disease, 
there was no death from that cause in the United States 
Army. The admission rate for malaria was lower, but 
the death rate was higher in the British, Dutch, Russian, 
Spanish and Belgian armies than in the United States 
Army. 

The comparative figures concerning alcoholism—these 
and the others used in this article having been suppiied 
by the Surgeon General of the U.S. Army—tell an 
ominous story which is commended to the attention of 
those misguided persons who oppose the restoration of 
the Army canteen. The figures for the United States 
Army are for the year 1906, and those relating to foreign 
armies are for the latest year obtainable. ‘The admission 
rate in the United States for the year was 30.58 per 
1,000 of mean strength; in the British army, 1.09; in 
the French, 0.29; in the Prussian, 0.08; in the Bavarian, 
0.06; in the Dutch, 0.24; in the Russian, 0.1; in the 
Spanish, 0.01, and in the Belgian, 0.15. The return of 
death rates is very meager, those for the American Army 
relating only to troops within the continental boundaries 
of the United States. The death rates per 1,000 of mean 
strength are as follows: United States, 0.02; British, 
0.07; Russian, 0.001. In all, or nearly all, the armies 
for which the admission rates for alcoholism are given 
above the troops are supplied with malt liquors and 
some with spirits. In the U.S. Army alone is the soldier 
denied the privilege of purchasing beer or light wines 
at his post exchange. How this deprivation has worked 
to his disadvantage and injury is best told in the alarm- 
ing figures we have cited. :

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THE PRESS, AND SECRECY IN WAR. 

Surprise is expressed in some quarters that the battle- 
ship fieet will make the cruise to the Pacific with no 
correspondents and no civilians on board as passengers. 
This arrangement, however, is exactly as it should be. 
The cruise is not an excursion nor a tourist undertaking, 
but a serious project of naval instruction and training. 
Theve will be nothing spectacular or sensational about it, 
nor anything out of which imaginative correspondents 
would be able to make exciting stories. All legitimate and 
needful news concerning the movements of the fleet will 
be transmitted by the fleet commander to the Navy 
Department and duly issued to the public as expediency 
may require. Incidentally, one purpose of the cruise may 
be to ascertain to what extent the movements of such 
a fleet may be kept from the daily press. In the war 
with Russia the Japanese proved themselves masters of 
secrecy in naval operations, and the mystery with which 
they surrounded the movements of their fleet presented 
a lesson which other naval powers are likely to apply 
to their own operations in future wars on the sea. It 
is probable, indeed, that one collateral result of the Russo- 
Japanese conflict will be a great change in the relations 
between the press and military interests in time of war. 
In that war the enterprise of modern journalism was 
balked and baffled for the first time, but the success 
with which it was done makes it reasonably certain that 
it will be done again more or less fully in the next war. 
The press demands publicity, while the success of military 
operations frequently requires secrecy, and as this con- 
flict of interest becomes sharper and sharper, the chances 
are that the privileges of the press in time of war will 
be curtailed. 

Sherman had his share of trouble with correspondents 
during the Civil War. Field Marshal Lord Wolseley has 
described them as “those pests of modern armies,” having 
been convinced that their uncensored despatches had been 
of real value to Arabi Pacha, against whom he was cam- 
paigning in the Soudan. During the Franco-Prussian War 
Yon Moltke had a syllabus of the war news in the London 
papers telegraphed to him every day, and in that way he 
acquired much valuable information as to the movements 
of the French armies, whereas, at the same time, the 
German newspapers, controlled by a strong sense of 
patriotism, published nothing that could be of assistance 
to the French. Field Marshal Lord Roberts has declared 
that the news cabied to the London newspapers by their 
correspondents in South Africa and cabled back to the 
Boers by their agents kept the Boers well informed as to 
the movements and plans of the British forces, thus 
gravely interfering with the prosecution of the campaign. 
Had Spain been an up-to-date, enterprising military na- 
tion she could have kept herself thoroughly posted as to 
the movements ,of the United States Army and Navy in 
the war of 1898 simply by having her agents cable daily 
to Madrid the uncensored despatches sent to the American 
newspapers by their correspondents at the front.

It is understood that when the General Order defining 
eligibility for instruction at the Army School of the Line 
was first drafted at Fort Leavenworth it included the 
Coast Artillery, but the provision for the Coast Artillery 
was stricken out by the General Staff, it being held that 
its work should be confined to the development of the still 
incomplete coast defense system. This accords with the 
recommendation of Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Artil- 
lery, in a memorandum to the Military Secretary, Sept. 
15, 1900, in which General Murray said: “In connection 
with the general problem (land defense of seacoast forts) 
I deem it proper to state that while I most heartily con- 
cur in the conclusions of the War College as expressed in 
the following paragraph, “The troops assigned for the 
land defense of seacoast batteries are in no sense a part 
of the field army, though they are a part of the army 
that must be raised to repel invasion, and will become a 
part of the field army and will be developed and deter- 
mined,’ I consider that a still further distinction should 
be made in regard to the particular troops needed for the 
defense of forts against small raiding parties, viz., that 
while troops in the main camps referred to in the solu- 
tion of the problem should be withdrawn from coast guard 
duty to become a part of the main field army when the 
objective of the enemy is fully developed, the particular 
troops assigned as Coast Artillery supports against small 
raiding parties should be left under command of fort com- 
manders until the sea power of the enemy is annihilated, 
or until there is no longer danger from sudden attacks on 
important harbors by swift cruisers of the enemy, which 
might capture the forts by attack of comparatively small 
parties from the rear. When the sea power of the enemy 
is annihilated or there is no longer danger of sudden at- 
tack on the forts, not only should the Coast Artillery sup- 
ports assigned for the defense of the forts against small 
raiding parties be withdrawn to become a part of the mo- 
bile or field army, but also such part of the Coast Artil- 
lery proper as may be deemed advisable for service as a 
part of the mobile army. Not only should Coast Artil- 
lery supports be left in the command of the fort command- 
ers until the sea power of the enemy is annihilated, but 
these Artillery supports should be organized and trained 
in time of peace to be ready to man the field defenses in 
the vicinity at practically a moment’s notice or before at- 
tack made on a harbor by swift vessels of the enemy. 
When such attacks are made the forts must be ready to 
resist them from the front and also ready to withstand 
attack against their rear by small landing parties. Un- 








less these troops are thus organized and trained in time 
of peace to protect the flanks and rears of the fixed de- 
fenses and are left to guard the defenses until there is no 
longer danger of attack by swift vessels of the enemy, 
there will be ever a possibility of national disaster such 
as occurred when the nation’s capital was captured in 
1812.” 
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The Signal Corps is at work on the general idea of a 
dirigible war balloon, and the Secretary of War will ask 
Congress to provide means to bring the work in this line 
in the United States abreast of what has been accom- 
plished by France, Germany and Great Britain. It is 
recognized that in this country thus far nothing has been 
done that may be called serious work with dirigibles. The 
daring of Beachey and Knabenshue have won for them 
much applause, but their aerial vehicles are by no one 
regarded as any more than toys when it comes to down- 
right aeronautics. . The government is really the only in- 
terest capable of putting in money enough and furnishing 
at the outset a genuine necessity for such a sky-ship. The 
remarkable work that has been done of late by the Signal 
Corps in telephotography would alone justify generous 
outlay to secure a modern up-to-date airship suited to sky 
scouting in time of war. There was extensive use of bal- 
loons in the Russo-Japanese War, and it is a reasonable 
thing to expect that in the next great war there will be 
a much greater dependence on airships for military infor- 
mation. Colonel Gadke, the noted German military expert, 
is much less enthusiastic over recent experiments with 
dirigible balloons than some of his contemporaries. These 
experiments, he insists, have not solved the problem of 
dirigible ballooning, but have merely strengthened the 
belief that it is solvable. The French, he admits, have 
outstripped the Germans in aerial navigation, and he 
believes that the French balloon Patrie is the one that 
should be used as a type for further experimentation. 
As for the military value of the dirigible balloon, Colonel 
Gadke holds that it is likely to be useful for two purposes 
cnly—as a means of making reconnoissances or trans- 
mitting orders and information, and as an offensive 
weapon. He ridicules the suggestion of various German 
army officers that the dirigible balloon may become useful 
as a means of transport, and to him the idea of an artil- 
lery balloon seems equally preposterous. Colonel Gadke 
believes it will be only a few years until all the great 
military powers have squadrons of dirigible balloons 
with well-trained crews equipped with powerful com- 
pressed-air guns. Thus, says Colonel Gadke, a new horror 
will be added to the operations of war, though he con- 
tends that it will be no more inhuman than the submarine 
torpedo. Perhaps the best service of the dirigible balloon, 
he adds, will be as a means of establishing communica- 
tions between a besicged position and the army in the 
field or between the army and the government. It will be 
remembered that balloons were employed by the French 
in this service to a very considerable extent during the 
Franco-Prussian war.

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As the result of the transfer of Capt. John M. Bowyer 
from the office of naval aide to Mr. Newberry, the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, to succeed Capt. Bradley 
Fiske in command of the battleship Illinois on the Pacific 
cruise, a number of important transfers of officers will be 
made. Following the announcement that Comdr. A. E. 
Culver, commanding the cruiser Des Moines, would be de- 
tached to succeed Captain Bowyer, it was announced that 
Comdr. T. M. Potts would be detached as governor of the 
island of Guam, to succeed Captain Culver on the Des 
Moines. Captain Potts will be relieved as Governor of 
Guam and commandant of the naval station there by 
Comdr. E. E. Wright, who was recently relieved as inspec- 
tor of the second lighthouse district, with station at Bos- 
ton. Captain Wright, who has been at his home, Wayland, 
Mass., on waiting orders, has been ordered to Guam to 
relieve Comdr. R. O. Bitler, who has been ordered to Wash- 
ington to take his examination for promotion to com- 
mander, to which grade he succeeded July 1 last, without 
confirmation. Since Captain Potts has been ordered to 
the Des Moines, Commander Wright will succeed to his 
office and another officer will be sent to succeed Com- 
mander Bitler in command of the naval vessel Supply 
and as captain of the naval station. Guam not being 
touched by any regular merchant steamship line, it has 
been found necessary for both Captain Potts and Com- 
mander Bitler to await the arrival of an Army transport 
to take them off on its return voyage to San Francisco. 
It is not expected that they will reach Washington till 
after the first of the year. In the meantime, Captain 
Fiske having already been detached from the Illinois be- 
cause of the serious illness of his wife in Philadelphia, 
Captain Bowyer will assume command of the battleship 
Nov. 9, the day following his promotion from commander. 
Captain Culver will be detached from the Des Moines at 
that time, which will leave that vessel without a regular 
commander till the return of Captain’ Potts. Comdr. 
Wright is expected to proceed to Guam by the first Army 
transport available from San Francisco. Comdr. Wright 
was appointed to the Naval Academy from Massachusetts 
and was promoted to commander Sept. 1, 1906. The 
Des Moines has been at the Boston Navy Yard for some 
time, undergoing repairs and a general overhauling. 
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Lieutenant Commander Sims has contributed a second 
letter to the friendly discussion that has been in progress 
between the Navy and the Coast Artillery over the sub- 
ject of the relative merits of the marksmanship of these 
arms ef the military service, Mr. Sims’s rejoinder fol-

lows the reply of Lieutenant Colonel Weaver, Assistant 
Chief of Artillery, in which the various points of criticism 
in the first Sims letter were taken up seriatim. Mr. Sims 
has now narrowed his grounds of objection to the Coast 
Artillery system of target work down to two. He insists 
that a material target should be used and that there 
should be a plan of spotting practically similar to that 
employed by the Navy. To the first criticism probably 
at this day no objection will be made from any source. 
The Coast Artillery has employed a material target usual- 
ly when it was practicable to do so. Winds and seas and 
the destruction by hits are conditions that not infrequently 
make it necessary to go on without a target, if time is 
not to be lost. It is doubtful if the Navy system of 
spotting will be taken up by the Coast Artillery, because 
it now has in use what it regards as a better method of 
estimating shots; that is, to station at a distance of 200 
yards from the target a boat with three officers acting as 
judges, who, with the range rakes, tell just how far short 
or over a shot falls. If there is anything uncertain as 
compared with this it would be to guess at a distance of 
anywhere from 3,000 to 8,000 yards how far from the 
target a shot falls. A white cap or a whiff of smoke may 
intercept the view any moment and the measure of that 
particular shot is gone. An ordinary battleship, as seen 
through the best telescopes at a distance of 8,000 yards, 
looks about as big as a good fat flea, and to spot a shot 
at that distance is simply fine guesswork. The Artillery 
contend that they are under no necessity of using any- 
thing less than the best method of measuring shots in 
Coast Artillery practice and that the Navy way of spot- 
ting is not the best.

It is gratifying to observe that the civil authorities of 
Detroit have abandoned their purpose to prosecute Pvt. 
Cyrus Gillette, an enlisted man of the Army who, a few 
months ago, accidentally shot and killed a young woman 
at Fort Brady while firing at a fleeing deserter. It was 
shown before a court-martial that Gillette was on sentry 
duty at the time of the shooting, that the firing was en- 
tirely justifiable, and that the killing of the voung woman 
was purely accidentai. He was therefore acquitted, but 
the civil authorities stepped in and insisted upon placing 
him on trial before a civil court. They had the power to 
do so, of course, but as there was no evidence that the 
court-martial had rendered an improper verdict theiy 
threatening action would have been a severe hardship to 
the accused. It is creditable to the civil authorities that 
they have reconsidered the matter. When a soldier ac- 
cused of crime has been tried and acquitted by a court- 
martial of responsible and impartial officers, as was Gil- 
lette, the finding should be accepted by all hands as final. 
In the famous Grafton case the Supreme Court of the 
United States decided that a man acquitted by a court- 
martial could not be tried on the same charges by another 
court deriving its jurisdiction from the same sovereignty, 
the point being that a second trial would have had the 
effect of placing the accused twice in jeopardy for the 
same act. This rule, of course, would not have debarred 
the authorities of the state of Michigan from forcing Gil- 
lette to a trial before a civil court after his acquittal by 
a court-martial had they insisted upon doing so. 








The Navy Ordnance Board is still debating 14-inch 
guns and the matter hag gone no further at present than 
debate. The Army can plant its guns on an immovable 
base of concrete, while the Navy is always on a platform 
that is moving in every direction and never actually sta- 
ble. The main object of the heavier gun is to use a more 
moderate charge and avoid erosion of the rifle. But this 
means a flatter trajectory, which in turn means a dimin- 
ished effectiveness. Between the higher trajectory and 
the flatter one there is a very great difference in the strik- 
ing zone. A shot in the high trajectory may pass high 
over a target, while the shot in the direct and flat tra- 
jectory would have many more chances of hitting a ship 
from masts down to water line. While the board is not 
leaning to the bigger gun idea, it is true also that there 
is no evidence of a disposition to fall into the theory ad- 
vanced by Admiral Germinet, of the French navy, that 
the battle of Tsushima was won entirely by the smaller 
calibered guns and high explosives. The value of high 
explosives has made distinct headway of late with Navy 
ordnance experts, but the importtance of the 12-inch gun 
for effective work on the battleship is still a cardinal 
belief. ‘The commonest reply to any observation on Ad- 
miral Germinet’s ideas is, “Oh, there is nothing at all 
in that. We will keep the big guns.” 


By the discovery of an extremely tough form of steel 
with greatly increased tensile strength, Lieut. Comdr. 
Cleland Davis, U.S.N., has been able to devise a new 
form of torpedo that is arousing a good deal of interest 
iu naval circles. The new projectile makes use of the 
Whitehead form, but instead of detonating the torpedo it- 
self a steel torpedo rifle is installed in ‘the forward end 
ef the torpedo. This rifle, while being very strong, is 
comparatively light and able to withstand the discharge 
of a charge of smokeless powder sufficient to give a muz- 
zle velocity of 780 feet a second with a projectile weigh- 
ing sixty pounds. High explosive is to be used in this 
projectile, detonation to be produced either by impact or 
time fuse. The effect would be to discharge a six-inch 
rifle against the bottom of the enemy’s ship with a ve- 
locity fully as great as can be had from the heaviest guns 
in use. Penetration is looked for, and if there were such 
failure an impact explosion would ensue that would be 
equal to the best achievements of ordinary torpedo fire 
with high explosives, 
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REPORT ON- SERVICE SCHOOLS. 


Brig. Gen. Charles B. Hall, U.S.A., Commandant of 
the Infantry and Cavalry School, Signal School and 
Army Staff College, Fort Leavenworth, Kan., prefaces 
his annual report with some highly interesting comment 
on general conditions in the military service. He ex- 
presses the hope that now that the Field Artillery has 
been definitely separated from the Coast Artillery, a 
proper proportion of field artillery officers will be annual- 
ly detailed for the Infantry and Cavalry School, in which 
instruction in field artillery will henceforth form a part 
of the curriculum. General Hall doubts whether it is 
advisable or necessary to detail Coast Artillery officers to 
the Service schools at Fort Leavenworth, but remarks 
that there can be no objection to the detail in proper 
numbers of those making application therefor. General 
Hall thinks that the policy which goes into effect with 
the incoming class, of detailing young ranking majors and 
old ranking captains as student officers, is one that is 
bound to give general satisfaction, and will result in im- 
mense benefit not only to the officer detailed but to the 
Army at large. 

Speaking of the ordering of nineteen student officers 


from the schools for duty with the Army of Cuban. 


Pacification, General Hall says: ‘““This was disheartening 
to all of us, but was especially a disappointment to those 
who came here enthusiastic to take the course of study, 
congratulating themselves upon their good fortune, and 
filled with the hope of seeing their names announced in 
orders as graduates of this, one of the greatest, and now 
recognized as the most desirable and most finished insti- 
tution for military education in this or any other coun- 
try.” 

From personal knowledge General Hall states that the 
entire Army, the National Guard of all the States, and 
prominent men of educational institutions, are becoming 
more and more interested in the Service schools, and all 
- a can do so under the law are seeking admission to 
them. 

The establishing of the Signal School has Jed to a great 
advance in the application of military lines of informa- 
tion. Careful calculations as to the proper proportion 
of signal troops required to efficiently serve the line of 
the Army in the field have developed a consensus of 
opinion to the effect that a minimum of two and one-half 
per cent. of the strength of the command is absolutely 
necessary in order to attempt this service. 

General Hall urges that none but officers who have 
passed a rigorous physical examination be detailed for 
instruction at the Service schools. He points out that 
six officers so detailed last year were physically disquali- 
fied from taking the full course.

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REPORT OF COMMANDANT, U.S.M.C. 


Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, Commandant, U.S.M.C., 
states in his annual report that the status of the person- 
nel is the most serious problem confronting headquarters, 
and that a reorganization and increase are imperatively 
needed. At the present time nearly 62 per cent. of both 
the commissioned and the enlisted personnel are serving 
either on board ship, in Cuba, or in the insular posses- 
sions of the United States, leaving but 38 per cent. in 
the United States. The impossibility of making details 
for the proper adjustment of home and foreign duty is 
perfectly apparent. In addition thereto it is well recog- 
nized that the tropical duty is of the most trying and 
enervating character, and as so many of the officers and 
men of the corps are performing this duty it can easily 
be seen that the general effect of such service is bound to 
be demoralizing. A continuation of present conditions in 
the Marine Corps will militate against efficiency. Re- 
cruiting is difficult, the net gain in enlisted strength dur- 
ing the -vear having been only 362. 

General Elliott recommends that legislation be request- 
ed granting double time to marines serving with the Le- 
gation Guard in Pekin, China, to establish a school for 
cooks, to authorize assistant adjutants and inspectors of 
the Corps to administer oaths and to provide for the con- 
struction of marine barracks at Cavite, P.I. 

For public works contemplated, General Elliott submits 
an estimate of $694,000, and earnestly recommends that 
it be favorably considered. 

The inspections show that the health and discipline of 
the persomnel are very satisfactory, in spite of the oner- 
ous and trying duty, which includes an amount of guard 
duty absolutely forbidden in the Army. Barrack ac- 
commodations are wholly inadequate. 

The extension of payments to messmen serving ashore 
is extremely beneficial, tending to the betterment of the 
Service; also the allowance of additional pay to cooks. 
Details for signalmen with extra pay is again urged. 

The need of rifle ranges continues. . At Portsmouth, 
N.H., arrangements have been made for the use of the 
300-yard range of the National Guard of the State of 
New Hampshire. The marines from Boston will use 
the range at Wakefield, Mass.; from New York, the New 
York State range at Creedmoor, N.Y.; at League Island 
a 300-yard range belonging to the U.S.S. Lancaster, re- 
ceivingship, will be used. At Newport a 300-yard range 
belonging to the Training Station will be used. At Nor- 
folk, the range recently established at Camp Admiral 
Harrington, Williamsburg, Va., is available for the full 
course. 

Efforts are being made to increase the efficiency of the 
recruiting service, but it is necessary to increase the pay 
and allowances, and to improve the general conditions 
surrounding the enlisted men in order to compete with 
the present conditions -of civil life. 

It is urged that barracks for the marines at Panama 
should be constructed for the Canal Commission. There 
were on Oct. 1, thirty-nine officers and 891 men serving 
in Cuba, and it is hoped that it will soon be possible to 
withdraw these, as they are greatly needed elsewhere. 
Their work in Cuba has been most satisfactory. In the 
Philippines it has not been possible to keep the force up 
to the quota required. It has been found possible to 
supply them from the open market at less than the cost 
of the Army ration, with ten per cent. added. - Attention 
is invited to the comprehensive course of field exercises 
and practice marches at Olongapo, .which heve shown 
a high state of efficiency. One march of 100 miles was 
made by a battalion in less than five days, and the men 
returned in good condition, as reported by the surgeon. 
Another detachment marched fifty miles in_ thirty-six 
hours without unduly distressing the men. The marines 
in China should be credited with double time. ab tag 

The system of finger-print identification is continuing: 
satisfaetorily. The. staff departments are being man- 
aged with efficiency. The system of keeping post .ex-. 
change accounts is to be improved. : 

During the past year 119 good-conduct medals and 





seventy bars have been issued, a very good showing con- 
sidering the necessary requirements. 


DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Wearing of ribbon indicating a military society with 
olive drab service uniform: The question having been 
asked whether such ribbon can be habitually worn with 
the uniform named, it was decided that as no ribbon is 
prescribed in the regulations to replace badges of military 
societies, and as badge proper is prescribed for occasions 
of ceremony only, the ribbon should not be worn habitual- 
ly with service uniform. 

A change in date of sailing of transports from San 
Francisco having been suggested in order to allow officers 
and men opportunity to draw monthly pay before leaving 
posts, it was held that as the advantages of same. would 
not balance certain disadvantages, it would not be done. 

Interpretation of Paragraph 1373, Army Regulations: 
Certain doubts having been expressed as to the proper in- 
terpretation of the above paragraph, it was directed that 
a decision circular to show the scope of the present -regu- 
lations be published. : , * 

An officer of the P.R. Provisional Regiment having 
failed to attain’in two subjects the minimum grade requi- 
site for promotion, if was directed that he be not pro- 
moted. ' : 

Filing of licenses pertaining to national cemeteries: 
Question having arisen whether such papers should - be 
filed in the office of the Quartermaster. General or in that 
of the Judge Advocate General, it was directed that they 
be filed in the latter office, being papers relating to the 
title to lands. 

Inspector General having made report’ on the physical 
condition of an officer and further investigation showing 
that he is probably incapacitated for tropical service, it 
was ordered that he appear before a retiring board. 

Recommendation for medal of honor: Recommendation 
as above having been made by a general officer, but such 
recommendation being dated nearly eight years after date 
of act on which recommendation is based, it was decided 
that, as regulations impose a time limit of one year upon 
submission of recommendation, the medal be not awarded. 

Army Regulations, 1908: Copy having been prepared 
to bring the Regulations up to date, with a view toa 
new printing on Jan. 1, 1908, the same was approved. 
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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


In reviewing the case of a private of the 12th Infantry, 
who was found guilty by a G.C.M. at Fort Porter, N.Y., 
of fraudulent enlistment, and was sentenced to dishonor- 
able discharge, with loss of all pay and allowances, Gen- 
eral Grant says: ‘The sentence awarded by the court is, 
in the opinion of the reviewing authority, entirely inade- 
quate for the offense committed. The record of trial was 
returned to the court twice for reconsideration of the 





sentence. In one case they awarded a sentence which - 


would amount to no punishment whatever, while on the 
second revision the court returned to the original sen- 
tence. Such ill-advised and illogical action by a general 
court-martial fortunately is rare, but when it does happen 
that a court will act without reason and will not be 
guided by precedent or advice a serious.injury is done the 
Service, and the reputation of the Army: for the correct 
administration of military justice properly suffers. Rath- 
er than permit the accused to escape all punishment, the 
reviewing authority reluctantly approved the sentence 
Oct. 31, 1907, and directs it executed, The commanding 
oilicer, Fort Porter, N.Y., will at once submit a list of 
officers available for a new genéral court-martial.” 


The Surgeon General of the Army finds that the Act of 
Sept. 30, 1905, discontinuing the employment of civilian 
physicians as examiners of recruits and the amendment 
of the same act stipulating that enlistments and re-enlist- 
ments shall be made only at depots and depot posts after 
examination by a medical officer of the Army, have proved 
highly satisfactory. -.No complaint as to the physical con- 
dition of recruits thus examined has reached the Surgeon 
General in the last year. He points out that under the 
amended recruiting regulations it was found that other- 
wise physically qualified, desirable candidates for enlist- 
ment were being lost to the Service on account of defec- 
tive teeth, and it was deemed advisable to modify the 
order. : 

The latest improvement in the Army uniform is the 
new standard khaki canvas legging, recently adopted. The 
peculiar construction of the legging, it is believed, places 
it far in advance of any legging heretofore, used by the 
Army. It is very smart in its appearance, and what is 
very important, it retains its smart shape under hard 
usage. Actual test has proved this fact, even after long 
service. The new legging dispenses entirely with bottom 
straps and laces, both of which were objectionable. The 
adjustment of the new legging is but the work of a mo- 
ment, and those who have-worn it have expressed their 
gratification, especially because it is comfortable as . well 
as sightly. The new legging is made of strictly water- 
proof canvas in the standard shade of khaki, but may also 
be obtained, if so desired, in olive drab canvas to match 
the uniform. ‘This legging is intended both for officers 
and enlisted men, and will doubtless meet every demand 
that is made upon it for looks and wear. E 
. The Army transport Buford sailed from San Francisco, 
Cal., Nov. 5, for Honolulu, Guam and Manila, with 100 
passengers and 4,000 tons of supplies. In her treasure 
vault are 200 boxes of Philippine pesos, valued at 
$1,800,000. On. board were the following military passen- 
gers: Majors.Dunning, 20th Inf.; Burr, O.D.; Captains 
Palmer, 20th; Baldwin, 8th Inf.;) Sweezy, paymaster ;

Wagner, 2d Cav.; Contract Dental Surgeon Wolven; 
three Hospital Corps, ten casuals and two Army nurses; 
female. ; 

The Philippine government has begun: at its agricul- 
tural station at Baguio the work of breeding hardy native 
horses for the various uses of the government and chiefly 
for Cavalry needs in the islands. ‘A group of large-sized 
Filipino ponies has-been picked out and bred to a fine 
Arabian stallion, Bedr. There are several government 
stallions in Luzon and the colts that have been dropped 
this year are said to be fine ones. Bedr is fourteen hands 
high and the.mares pieked out for him are none of them 
under fifty-two hands and some are fifty-four. The cli- 
mate of Benguet is Favorable to horse breeding and it is 


believed that a breed of horses can be produced that will 


withstand the inroads of surra and other diseases to 
which equine flesh is heir in the islands. 1 

The Army Hospital Corps Drill Regulations are being 
revised. The last issue of the Regulations was made in 
1904, and in the interval the usual number of changes and 
modifications with the progress of the Service make neces- 
sary a revision. The work is nearly completed and will 
be in the hands of the printer within a few weeks. 

The falsity of the silly story from Boston that the death 
of Col, Leverett H. Walker, of the Coast Artillery, was. 
due to over-exertion in taking the recent practice ride 
from Fort Ethan Allen, is shown by the official records. 
Colonel Walker took the ride in common with a number 
of other officers ten days before his death and on his re- 
turn to Fort Banks spoke of the experience with great 
pleasure, saying he had enjoyed it and would be glad to 
ride often in the same way. The medical board that ex- 
amined him physically before and after the ride found 
no condition that justified warning him not to ride. It 
was known that his heart was not right, but there were no 
indications that would have required him to abstain from 
moderate exercise. No report has been received at the 
War Department showing a dangerous condition of the 
heart, as there surely would have been had the facts war- 
ranted it. ‘The cause of death given in the official cer- 
tificate that came to the’ Department was ptomaine poi- 
soning. i 

‘The new Armhy field dispateh book has been: generally 
distributed with a request. that officers using it .make 
a report on. its, convenience and suitability by Jan. 1, 
1908. The book is made up of sheets of the best quality 
of manifold paper and one flap is made of hard calendered 
manila: board, which folds under the pages on which the ' 
writing is to be, done and. that on which the carbon sheet . 
rests. At the top of. the sheet is a printed blank form 
giving opportunity to note down the date, time of day, 
place and destination of any dispatch. The book is four 
inches wide and:‘six long and ‘will go into any ordinary 
uniform pocket. There are two capacious pockets in the 
covers. 
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THE COAST ARTILLERY, AND THE NAVY. 


To THE Eprrok OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

With regard to the defense of a naval station, let us 
take. a concrete case. Let us suppese that the United 
States anda Pacifie power are at war, that the enemy is 
preparing an expedition against Hawaii, and that there 
are. weak coast defenses for the proteetion of a naval sta- - 
tion at Honolulu.. We will further suppose that there 
are ten thousand men, for the protection of the land side 
of the. works, en route to Honolulu,:convoyed by two bat- 
tleships and three cruisers. The transports arrive at 
Honolulu and the troops disembark. Now the question 
may be asked, Would it be the duty of the squadron, or 
part of it, to remain at Honolulu under any circum- 
stances, to assist in the defense, supposing the place were 
in danger of being besieged by land and sea? We think 
not. History certainly does not furnish examples of such 
a course. The only justification for placing a garrison in 
Honolulu would be the hope and expectation of relieving 
the place before its supplies were exhausted. We think 
that the squadron should retire toward the succoring fleet. 
When the English threw supplies into Gibraltar during 
the great siege from 1779 to 1782, neither Rodney nor 
Darby nor Howe, who successively visited the place, left 
ships at the rock when they again abandoned it to its re- 
sources. When it was feared that Camara’s fleet would 
reach Dewey’s unarmored ships at Manila in 1898 before 
they were reinforced, was there any thought of Dewey re- 
maining there? He certainly could have organized a de- 
fense that would have embarrassed Camara’s ill-equipped 
fleet. Such, according to Captain Mahan, was not the 
course that Dewey would have followed as may be per- 
ceived from the following quotation: “To avoid miscon- 
ception, it should be added that our division at the Phil- 
ippines was not itself_endangered, although it was quite 
possible that Manila Bay might have to be temporarily 
abandoned, if Camara kept on.” (McClure’s Magazine, 
December, 1898, page 113.) 

While there might be circumstances that would justify 
a nayal commander in shutting himself up in a port which 
was to be besieged by land and sea, it is not easy to con- 
ceive circumstances which would justify such action. 
Small detachments of naval vessels are a source of great 
embarrassment to a besieged army defending a place and 
striving to prevent the enemy from occupying ground 
from which the vessels can be reached by mortar fire, as 
was amply illustrated at Port Arthur; a superior fleet’ 
will not wait in harbor until it is blockaded, but will 
meet the enemy’s fleet at sea. The presence of naval ves- 
sels in a harbor may provoke the siege of a place which, 
otherwise, would be unmolested, as happened at Santiago 
and Wei-hai-wei, but there was not a moment after the 
sieges at these places and at Port Arthur were begun 
when the fleets would not have escaped had it been possi- 
ble. Did the presence of the ships assist materially in 
the defense? ‘We certainly think not. It is hardly over- 
stating the case to say that the presence of war vessels in 
a port besieged by land and sea is the source of unmiti- 
gated epbarrenenent to the military commander ashore. 
Torpedoboats and submarines are exceptions to this state- 
ment, but no one will contend that the commander of 
these hornets, to use Callwell’s expression, should com- 
mand the land. forces, however desirable it might be that 
the general should exercise a certain amount of supervi- 
sion over them. , 

Another question may be asked in regard to the sup- 
posed ease of Hawaii. Would the ten thousand men be 
soldiers or marines? We certainly think that they would 
be soldiers of the U.S. Army. If, then, the ships would 
not remain in harbor to take part in the defense and the 
ten thousand troops would be furnished by the Army, why 
should the Navy Department command the small body of 
Coast Artillery manning the defenses? It may be an- 
swered that in accordance with the 122d Article of War 
the forces ashore would be commanded by the senior 
officer present who should cettainly be a general officer 
of the Army., But if the coast defenses are to be com- 
manded by an Army officer in war, why should the Navy 
control them in time of peace? For what is true of the 
supposed case of Honolulu would be equally true of Ma- 
nila, Guantanamo, the Canal Zone, New York, and every 
ether defended city and naval station. 

On the question of the command of a mixed army and 
navy garrison, the French regulations governing the com- 
mand of the five navy-controlled military ports are de- 
cisive. After providing for reinforcing the naval garri- 
sons with troops in case of necessity, these regulations 
state that in case the troops borrowed exceed in strength 
three battalions, the general commanding in the region 
must take control of operations ashore and exercise it un- 
der the. Minister of War. We think this regulation indi- 
cates clearly that France would entrust her coast defenses 
entirely to her army if she feared oversea invasion more 
than invasion across her land frontier. The French view 
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upon this point and upon the whole question of the de- 
fense of naval stations is shown by the fact that the coast 
defenses in the French colonies, including Corsica and Al- 
giers, are entrusted to the War Department. We con- 
ceive that the position of these colonies is insular, from a 
military point of view, like that of England, Japan, Chile, 
and the United States. ‘ 

Much has been said about co-operation between the 
Coast Artillery and the Navy. . Paradoxical as it may ap- 
pear at first sight, there is far greater need for co-opera- 
tion between the so-called mobile army and the Navy. 
The War Department has recently shown its appre- 
ciation of this elementary truth in an unmistakable 
manner by sending two officers of the General Staff, 
reither of whom happened to be a coast artillery man, to 
the summer course at the Naval War College. Whenever 
war is carried: beyond the sea, and this will probably 
be the character of any offensive war which we may 
wage in the future, suecess depends upon co-operation 
betwéen the mobile army and the Navy. The campaigns 
against Santiago, Port Arthur, Wei-hai-wei, Fort Fisher, 
Mobile and Vicksburg, McClellan’s Peninsular campaign. 
and Grant’s Virginia campaign, may be mentioned in 
support of this proposition. It may be argued that when 
the Navy seizes an advance base, as at Beaufort and 
Guantanamo, there should be co-operation between the 
Navy and the Coast Artillery. True, but co-operation in 
such cases is easy and the need for it does not often occur. 
On the other hand, the. great majority of campaigns car- 
ried on by a power, superior at sea, calls for active co- 
operation, over long periods of time, between the mobile 
army and the Navy. If the fleet is defeated, it retires 
behind coast defenses which are able, without naval 
assistance, to protect it from attacks by sea, while the 
mobile army is called upon to defend 203-meter hills to 
keep the enemy’s mobile army from dropping mortar 
shells upon its decks. FUTuRITY.

I wish to add further that the purported interviews with 
me as reported by newspaper were manufactured, my re- 
marks to the reporters at San Francisco being, “Your ar- 
ticles were not true; I don’t care for a retraction; and it 
is needless for me to tell you the truth, for you would not 
publish it if I did.” You are at liberty to publish this 
letter if you see fit to do so.

PROPOSED INCREASE IN ARMY OFFICERS. 


The inspectors of rifle practice in the state of Illinois 
propose to have introduced at the next session of Congress 
a bill, providing as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., that the number of captains in each regi- 
ment of Cavalry shall be sixteen. 

Sec. 2.—That the number of captains in each regiment of In- 
fantry shall be sixteen. 

Sec. 3.—That all vacancies created or caused by this act shall 
be filled by promotion according to seniority, subject to exam- 
ination as now provided by law. 

Sec. 4.—That the official designation of additional captain 
herein provided for each regiment, shall be, regimental ordnance 
ofticer and inspector of small arms practice, for the regiment to 
which he belongs, but he will be available, under orders of his 
regimental commander, for detail for other duty. Another cap- 
tain added to the regimental staff as “regimental ordnance offi- 
cer and inspector of small arms practice’’ would help a little 
to remedy the losses due to detached service. The Field Service 
Regulations (Par. 354) speak of placing an “acting ordnance 
officer’”’ in charge of the ammunition wagons, thus contemplat- 
ing the taking away of some officer from his regular duties. 

In the Regular Army the duties of the inspector of small 
arms practice would consist chiefly in preparing reports, duties 
of range officer, etce., the instruction of the companies being as 
at present in the hands of their commanders. In the National 
Guard, however, where many organizations have no home range, 
and frequently have only a few days of rifle practice during the 
year, the functions of the inspector of rifle practice are much 
broader. Many state organizations provide for captains, in- 
spectors of rifle practice, on the regimental staff. Compliance 
with the Dick bill, requiring National Guard organizations to 
be the same as those of the Regular Army, would throw these 
useful and zealous officers out of a commission. It is the recog- 
nition of the importance of the office in time of peace, and its 
far greater importance in time of war, and the urgent need for 


more officers in the Regular Army that prompts the introduction 
of this bill. 








CENSURE OF COL. ROBERTSON’S FRIENDS. 

The officers of the 9th Infantry who united in an ap- 
peal to the retiring board before which Col. Edgar B. 
Robertson of that regiment was recently ordered, urging 
that he be continued on the active list, have been censured 
by a letter directed by the Acting Secretary of War to be 
sent from the Adjutant General’s office through military 
channels, The letter is as follows: 

: W.D., A.G.O., Washington, Nov. 1, 1907. 
The Commanding Officer, 9th Inf., Fort Sam Houston, Texas. 

' (Through Headquarters, Department of Texas.) 

Sir: I am directed by the Acting Secretary of War to say 
that the proceedings of the retiring board in the case of Col. 
E. B. Robertson, late of the 9th Infantry, disclosed the fact 
that thirty-seven officers of the 9th Infantry signed an identical 
paper and furnished copies thereof to Colonel Robertson for 
such use as he might desire. 

That thirty-seven officers could so act without the delibera- 
tions and discussions prohibited by Par. 5, A.R., is incredible; 
and it is also patent from the face of the paper that its princi- 
pal object was to convey approbation of Colonel Robertson. 
Therefore the Department is constrained to hold that the con- 
certed action of the officers who signed this paper was a clear 
violation of that paragraph of the Regulations just named. 

Orders had issued from the War Department appointing a 
retiring board for Colonel Robertson under date of Sept. 13, 
and upon that same date Colonel Robertson had been ordered 
to report to the board for examination. The identical paper 
from the officers of the 9th bears date of Sept. 24, and it is 
therefore a fair inference that it was devised and signed with 
full knowledge -of the fact that the War Department had 
already taken the action just indicated. If this is the fact, 
the conduct of those who signed this paper must be viewed as 
a grave departure from military propriety approaching open 
insubordination. That officers knowing that a particular mat- 
ter had.been committed .by proper authority to an agency 
established by law for passing upon it, should nevertheless 





andertake.to forestall the action of the board, or to influence 


its action by themselves taking up the question of physical 
disability and sitting in judgment thereon, calls for the 
strongest possible disapprobation. 

You are directed, therefore, to bring the contents of this 
letter to the personal attention of each officer of the 9th In- 
fantry who signed the d t in questi dated Sept. 24, 
and to inform each of them that a copy has been filed with 
his efficiency report. When this is completed, you will in- 
form the Department to that effect.

The dates of departure from Magdalena Bay and of 
arrival at San Francisco for both fleet and flotilla are 
approximate, as they depend upon the completion of tar- 
get practice at the former place. The fleet will make its 
13,772 miles’ cruise in two separate divisions. The prin- 
cipal division will consist of the battleships Connecticut 
(flagship), Kansas, Louisiana, Vermont, Virginia, Geor- 
gia, New Jersey, Rhode Island, Alabama, Illinois, Kear- 
sarge, Kentucky, Ohio, Maine, Minnesota and Missouri 
(sixteen), and the cruiser-yacht Yankton, the supply- 
ship Culgoa, refrigerator ship Glacier and the repair ship 
Panther, or twenty in all. 

The second division will consist of the torpedoboat de- 
stroyers Whipple, Truxtun, Lawrence, Hopkins, Hull and 
Stewart, and the tankship Arethusa, the latter acting as a 
convoy. The collier Sterling will meet the torpedo flotilla 
at Punta Arenas, in the Straits of Magellan, supply the 
small craft with coal and then accompany them on the 
remainder of their journey.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Ordnance and construction officials of the Navy are 
now making another attempt to solve the problem of what 
disposition to make of the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius in 
order to derive some benefit from her. The Vesuvius made 
her unsuccessful début in the Spanish-American War. 
She was fitted with three dynamite tubes, from which ex- 
plosive was ejected, but there was no provision for train- 
ing the tubes to meet a given range. The range was made 
accordingly by the amount of air used in forcing the 
charge. This was unreliable even when the ship was sta- 
tionary, but when a slight motion was noticeable the ex- 
plosive was apt to strike far or short or to either side. 
She was finally abandoned for that purpose a few years . 
ago and was fitted out for torpedo experimental purposes. 
Lieut. Comdr. J. L. Latimer has been ‘detached from 
duty as. ordnance officer of the battleship Virginia to take 
command of the Vesuvius and supervise the repair work 
that is to be done to her. She has been ordered placed 
cut of commission at the Boston Navy Yard for general 
overhauling. New boilers are needed and it is probable 
that as the result of an inspection made by the board of 
inspection and survey, the general character of the vessel 
will be changed, although she has proved to be suitable 
for experimenting with torpedoes. Lieut. P. W. Foote 
has been detached from command of the Vesuvius and 
assigned to the Washington Navy Yard as ordnance offi- 
cer. Lieut. Comdr. G. C. Davison has been detached from 
the Naval 'Torpedo Station at Newport, to succeed Lieu- 
tenant Commander Latimer on the Virginia. 

The composite gunboat Newport, to be used as a 
nautical schoolship for the city of New York, is a vessel 
of 1,000 tons displacement; indicated H.P. 1,008, single 
screw; built in 1896. It is the present intention to re- 
tain the old St. Mary’s, keeping her at the dock at Hast 
Twenty-fourth street, and utilizing her as a machine 
shop, equipped with lathes, ete., using the gun deck for 
lecture and recitation rooms, and possibly berthing quar-- 
ters. The Newport will be used as the cruising ship, and 
the cadets will hereafter take a course including steam 
engineering and electricity, and, while it would be de- 
rirable to lengthen the course to three years to cover the 
ground thoroughly, the inadequate size of the Newport 
renders this impossible, as even in a two-years’ course 
the results possible to be accomplished are hardly such 
as to warrant the necessary increased expenditures to 
conduct an up-to-date nautical school such as this will be. 
Friends of the Nautical School, foremost among whom 
are the members of the Alumni Association, are urged 
to do all in their power to work for a new ship of a suf- 
ficient size to accomplish satisfactory results. Those 
who have not recently seen any of the St. Mary’s boys 
would hardly recognize the present neatly uniformed 
cadets as members of the Nautical School. The blue shirt 
and flat cap haye been discarded for a blouse jacket 
trimmed with Hercules braid, and a visor cap, the latter 
bearing an emblem consisting of an anchor and the let- 
ters N.Y.N.S. ‘This change has done more to correct 
the erroneous impression that. the school was reformatory 
in its mature, than any one thing that has ever before 
heen accomplished. 

The first submarine torpedoboat flotilla is. being made 
ready to be placed in commission again at Newport. The 
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board of inspection and survey, of which Capt. Richard- 
son Clover is president, returned to Washington the t 
week, after having made a detailed inspection of the Por- 
poise, Shark and Plunger, composing the flotilla. They 
report the vessels all in excellent condition, after having 
been overhauled. Lieut. Charles P. Nelson will be de- 
tached from command of the flotilla and assigned to the 
battleship Minnesota as senior watch officer on the Pa- 
cific cruise. He will be succeeded in command of the flo- 
tilla by Lieut. Guy W. Castle, who has been in command 
of both the Shark and Plunger.

Rear Admiral Albert Ross, promoted to the grade of 
rear admiral on Nov. 8, will remain on duty in charge of 
the construction work at the new naval training station 
at Lake Bluff, near Chicago. It is estimated that the 
station will be completed in two years. 

Paymaster’s Clerk W. V. Joy, who was on duty on the 
U.S.8. Georgia, resigned, to take effect Oct. 31 last. 

The United States Civil Service Commission, Wash- 
ington, D.C., announces an examination Dec. 11 to fill a 
vacancy in the position of nautical expert, at $1,000 per 
annum, in the Hydrographic Office of the Navy Depart- 
ment. An examination will also be held on Dec. 4-5 to 
fill three yacancies in the ition of miscellaneous com- 
puter, Naval Observatory, Washington, D.C., and similar 
vacancies as they occur in that observatory. Miscellane- 
ous computers are paid by the hour and earn from $1,000 
to $1,200 per annum. Promotions are made from this 
grade, without further examination, to the grade of as- 
sistant, at $1,200 per annum, as vacancies occur. 

Press despatches from Kiel state that an explosion on 
the German schoolship Blucher, Nov. 6, killed fifteen 
men and dangerously injured thirty others. Several among 
the number, it is believed, were officers. The fatality was 
caused by defective boilers. The Blucher is of the tor- 
pedo type and only recently had been used as a receiving- 
ship. She usually carried about 260 officers and men. 
The vessel was near Murwick when the disaster occurred. 

Survey reports came in the past week to the Bureau 
of Construction for a large amount of work that has 
been already done on the Tennessee, Washington and 
Alabama, the two former ships being on the way around 
to the Pacific. A survey is being made of the Paul 
Jones for necessary repairs to fit her for service. The 
improved coaling outfit such as is in use on the armored 
cruisers California, South Dakota and the Tennessee and 
Washington is being put on the West Virginia. 

Work on the new speed gears for the turrets of several 
battleships in the Atlantic Fleet will not be suspended 
because of the voyage to the Pacific. The contract em- 
braces the necessary gears for six ships and the work 
will take several months. Either the gears will be put 
in after the ships return to the Atlantic next year, or, 
if deemed necessary, they will be shipped to Mare Island 
and installed there. Necessary minor modifications of 
the speed gears now in use are being made before the 
fleet sails. 

The British battleship Superb, another improved 
Dreadnought, was launched at the Elswick yards Nov. 7. 
The armament of the Superb will consist of ten 12-inch 
guns in pairs. The vessel is of 18,600 tons displacement, 
490 feet long, has as eighty-two foot beam, draws twenty- 
seven feet of water and her engines will give her 23, 
indicated horsepower, which will develop a speed of twen- 
ty-one knots.

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THE INDIAN TROUBLES. 


We hope that there is no truth in the report that, in 
dealing with the dissatisfied Ute Indians, the Government 
proposes to be guided by the advice of the Indian agent 
rather than that of the military officers, upon whom in 
the event of any disturbance will be imposed the dis- 
agreeable duty of suppressing the outbreak. Capt. Carter 
P. Johnson, 2d Cav., who has been sent to the scene of 
trouble, is using-the implicit confidence the Indians have 
in him to prevent bloodshed, and can probably do so if 
he is not overruled by the Indian agent whose treatment 
of his wards appears to be the cause of the difficulty with 
them. Captain Johnson reports that the Utes did not 
realize the gravity of their offense in disobeying the 
orders of the agent. After he had made matters clear to 
them they told him that they would gladly obey the agent 
in all matters of regulations as prescribed for the regula- 
tion of the Sioux. “I presented this decision,” he says, 
“to Major Downs, and was greatly disappointed to find 
that my efforts had been ineffective. Major Downs ob- 
jected and refused to consider their promise to comply 
with his orders, and demands harsh and severe remedies 
to be applied. I do not believe that these harsh methods 
will prove the best policy. They are certainly not just, 
because the innocent will be punished for acts for which 
they are not responsible. I fear also the effect among the 
Sioux will be far different from that which the agent 
expects. The Utes are very hungry. Women and chil- 
dren are suffering. The men are not only hungry, but 
are laboring under the impression that they have been 
harshly and unjustly treated. When the troops appear 
upon the scene they will at once believe that their chil- 
dren are to be forced from them at the point of the 
bayonet, and any influence for good will be lessened if 
not destroyed thereby. If these people are furnished 
with sufficient food to sustain life through the winter 
and they be allowed to send all their children to day 
school they will be just as amenable to control as the 
Sioux. One hundred pounds of flour and a little patience 
is a more potent factor in the solution of this problem 
than one hundred soldiers. The above concessions were 
obtained from the Utes before they were aware that 
troops had been called for, and there were no armed 
bodies other than a police force of nine men present. 
In other words, they were not coerced or intimidated.” 
These are obviously words of wisdom to which the au- 
thorities at Washington should give heed. The Indian 





wars of the past, which have left such a bloody trail 
along the path of civilization, have n, to a la ex- 
tent, if not altogether, the result of disregarding the ad- 
vice and even the entreaties of our soldiers, who have 
always been regarded by the Indians as their friends, in 
spite of the harsh treatment to which they have subjected 
them in obedience to civil authority. A fearful responsi- 
bility will rest upon whoever provokes bloodshed by dis- 
regarding such advice as Captain Johnson gives. 

The Acting Secretary of War has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Major R. L. Hirst, Chief of Staff to 
General Thomas, commanding the Department of the 
Colorado at Denver, in regard to the recent fight between 
United States troops and Navajo Indians near Shiprock, 
N.M.: “The following message has been received from 
Capt. H. O. Williard, 5th Cav., commanding Troops I 
and K, his regiment, in the field: ‘Shiprock, via Farm- 
ington, N.M., 30. Adjutant General, Department of the 
Colorado, Denver, Colo. Report return here four p.m. 
to-day of squadron, 5th Cav., from Aneth, Utah, with 
ten Indian prisoners, including By Alille Hody and eight 
followers. I captu prisoners four miles east of Aneth 
at dawn Oct. 28. By Alille and followers opened fire 
on Indian police and my men and skirmish occurred for 
twenty minutes, in which three Indians were killed and 
one seriously wounded. One cavalry horse slightly wound- 
ed. No other casualties. Prisoners here in guardhouse. 
Full report will follow by mail as soon as possible. No 
further trouble apprehended.’ From preliminary report 
received from Captain Williard two days ago it is believed 
that all cause of uneasiness has been removed.” 
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An excellent example of the judicial administration in 
which mercy seasons justice appeared the other day in the 
Philadelphia court of Quarter Sessions, Judge Magill pre- 
siding. An enlisted man of the Navy had pleaded guilty 
of manslaughter, the facts being that he had struck a 
man in self defense, and that his assailant had died from 
the effects of the blow. It was shown that the accused 
was a man of excellent character and in accepting his 
plea Judge Magill said: “Because of your good record 
as a sailor and the fact that our Navy needs such men as 
you, I will suspend sentence. You must be careful in the 
future not to use your strong arm in quarrels. It is a 
very natural thing when a blow is aimed at a man, es- 
pecially one trained in the art of defense, such as a sailor, 
to answer the assault with another blow. A Jayman 
would do the same thing. I do not believe you intended 
to commit any serious offense when you struck at the man 
who attacked you and your companion. I believe that 
while you are technically guilty, your ‘action was justi- 
fiable. Your record is good and, taking into consideration 
the fact that you are needed in the Navy and that you are 
going to re-enlist, I will suspend sentence.”

The Auditor for the Navy Department, in settling the 
pay account of Pay Dir. W. W. Galt for the second, 
third and fourth quarters of 1905, disallowed $400 paid 
by the officer to the county clerk of Norfolk county, Va., 
for taxes on a deed for real estate conveyed to the 
United States in Norfolk county for the enlargement of 
the navy yard at Portsmouth. The Assistant Comptroller 
of the Treasury, L. P. Mitchell, in an elaborate decision 
affirms the action of the Auditor holding that the state 
legislature did not intend to make the tax apply to the 
United States, and that the tax is obnoxious as a bur- 
den upon a common right of individuals which may re- 
tard, impede, restrain and burden the business of taking 
property by deed. ‘The position is taken that the moment 
the property was conveyed to the United States that 
moment it became exempt from all taxes.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 6, 1907. 

As usual there has been a great demand for Army-Navy 
football tickets this year. It is said the number of applica- 
tions is a record-breaker. The books of the association, closed 
Friday, and according to the general rule, no requests received 
now will be honored. In order to satisfy all legitimate ap- 
plicants the executive committee will shortly decide upon 
the number to be allowed members of the association. Last 
year members got four tickets each, and it is expected the 
same number will be allowed this year. The Navy Athletic 
Association has about 8,000 tickets to distribute, the Army 
Athletic Association at West Point has a like number, and the 
remainder of the seats will, as usual, be disposed of at public 
sale by the athletic officials of the University of Pennsylvania, 
upon whose grounds the game will be played. The brigade of 
midshipmen has a membership of 850, and, as usual, each mid- 
shipman will be allowed three tickets, so that 2,500 of the 
Navy's will be used in this manner. 

Two midshipmen have broken down physically, and there 
being little hope of their regaining their normal condition dur- 
ing the current term, their resignations have been called for 
by Secretary Metcalf. They are L. C. Mueller, second class, 
and F. J. Sexton, third class. Each finished last year’s term 
with some difficulty, owing to failing strength. 

‘*The Weekly Bulletin,’’ a folio published by the Y.M.C.A. 
of the Naval Academy, continues to grow in favor. It is edited 
by Midshipman Harold de Forrest Burdick, assisted by Mid- 
shipman Edward J. Foy. 

Miss Margaret Walton, daughter of Med. Dir. T. C. Walton, 
U.8.N., who has been spending October in Baltimore, sub- 
stituting at the Peabody Conservatory of Music for Prof. 
Emanuel Wad, who has been abroad, has returned home and 
has resumed her Annapolis classes in music. Miss Walton 
is not only a musician of distinction, but a composer as well. 

The new order forbidding midshipmen to ride in carriages, 
automobiles, ete., in the grounds was strictly enforced Saturday 
night. The heavy storm made it necessary for the midshipmen 
who escorted girls to the hop to engage carriages, but the 
escorts were obliged to alight and walk through the grounds. 
Mrs. Beach, wife of Lieut. Comdr. E. L. Beach, received at 
the hop. The next hop will be Nov. 16. 

The eleven of the University of West Virginia surprised 
the midshipmen by its remarkably good playing here Saturday 
afternoon, Nov. 2, and the Navy were only able to win by one 
touchdown, the score being 6 to 0. The touchdown was made 
in the first half by Hambsch and Lange kicked the goal. The 
midshipmen were near scoring in the last half, but were held 
for downs on the three-yard line. A driving rain made the 
ground soft and tl:e ball slippery, but both teams handled it 
remarkably well. Lange, who played back for the Navy, let 
several kicks get away from him, but showed much skill in 
recovering them and got away for substantial gains. 

A feature of the game was the fact that each team generally 
managed to intercept the forward passes of the other. Douglas 
did this several times. The midshipmen made their longest 
gain on the long end run from a kick, either Lange or Douglas 
carrying the ball. Owing to the soft ground it was impossible 
to get a line on the playing of Hambsch and Burg, the two 
men in the Navy backfield. The filling of these places is the 
great problem of the Navy coaches, the line being considered 
the strongest that Annapolis has ever had.

The five torpedoboats comprising the Third Torpedo Flotilla, 
under the command of Lieut. Willis G. Mitchell, U.S.N., have 
arrived at the Naval Academy preparatory to their annual 
drills and evolutions, which will take place in Chesapeake 
Bay during the next several weeks. They will not be used 
for the instruction of the midshipmen as has been stated, 
but will make the Academy the base and headquarters during 
the operations. The vessels of the flotilla are the Stringham 
(flagship), Shubrick, Thornton, Stockton and DeLong. 

Capt. E. E. West, Marine Corps, has reported at the Naval 
Academy for special duty. His assignment here will be a 
permanent one, for duty principally in connection with dif- 
ferent boards and courts-martial. 

Midshipman Kirkwood Donovin, first class, whose gyrations 
and enthusiasm as brigade yell-master add much to the suc- 
cess of the concertéd cheering and vocal encouragement given 
the football team, is the author and composer of ‘‘Pipe o' 
Briar,"’ a new song which made its appearance last week, 
dedicated to °08. The cover, done in blue and white, shows 


the curling smoke of the ‘‘weed'’ drifting out of the bowl 
of an ‘‘’08’’ class pipe. 

The leaders of the Y.M.C.A. movement among the midship- 
men have brought the healthy competition with West Point 
even into this branch of Navy life, and the Academy Y.M.C.A. 
is determined to surpass the number on the roster of the 
Bible class at West Point, which last year numbered 250. 
Judging by the present rate of enrdliment the necessary 100 
men to equal this at Annapolis will not be long in coming.

pecuniary considerations. He favored the enlargement and 
improvement of the Peekskill camp ground, with rifle range, 
etc., and believes that recruits from each organization should 
be sent to camp yearly and formed into one provisional or- 
ganization for instruction for the time being. This method of 
practical instruction would do more good to the recruit than 
a year’s instruction in the armory, and would fit him for duty 
at an early date, General Smith holds, and many officers will 
agree with him. He also believes in the adoption of a mili- 
tary shoe by the state, so that each man could have proper 
and uniform foot wear. In the opinion of General Smith 
there should be two brigades in Manhattan instead of one, as 
at present. The present organization, he holds, is too un- 
wieldy for active service. It is interesting to note that Gen- 
eral Smith has succeeded in qualifying as an expert in rifle- 
shooting at the Newburg range. He put up 41 out of a 
possible 50 points over 800 and 1,000 yard ranges, which is 
pretty good work for a man that has been seriously ill all 
summer. General Smith has qualified thirty years as a marks- 
man, six years as a sharpshooter, and two years as an expert.

The state range closed on Oct. 31, until next spring, after a 
very successful ‘‘season.’’ 

Second Lieut. Silas M. Campbell, 3d Inf., Michigan National 
Guard, is authorized to attend a course of instruction at 
the garrison school, Fort Brady, Mich. 

In approving the findings in the case of Capt. Guy Nelson, 
Co. K, 10th N.Y., found guilty of ¢arelessness in handling 
funds and sentenced to be reprimanded, Governor Hughes says 
that money belonging to a military organization should be 
kept in a suitable book of account. ‘‘Such moneys should 
not, under any circumstances,’’ he says, ‘‘be mingled with 
the individual funds of officers or be kept in their individual 
bank accounts. While the findings of the court exonerate 
the accused from the charge of unlawful and wrongful mis- 
appropriation of money, the departures from correct practice 
in dealing with the moneys of the organization should be con- 
demned and the accused should be reprimanded therefor in 
accordance with the sentence of the court.’’ 

Comdr. William B. Franklin, 1st Naval Battalion of New 
York, who has resigned on account of business reasons, is a 
graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, class of 1888, and re- 
signed from the Navy May 26, 1896, while holding the .rank 
of ensign. He joined the 1st Naval Battalion as a lieutenant 
Nov. 11, 1897, and served in the Volunteer Navy in 1898 as 
a lieutenant, junior grade. His resignation will be a great 
loss to the battalion.

WISCONSIN. 


Adjutant General Boardman, of Wisconsin, in Circular 5, 
1907, publishes a paper read by Gen. William ‘H. Carter, U.S. 
A., on General Military Education, before the Officers’ School 
of the Wisconsin National Guard at Milwaukee.© We make 
the following extracts from the paper: 


‘It is a common observation, and a true one, that practical 
qualities in a soldier are more important than a knowledge 
of theory. But this truth has often been made the excuse 
for indolence and indifference, which, except in rare and gifted 
individuals, destroys practical efficiency. It is also true that, 
other things being equal, the officer who keeps his mind 





alert by intellectual exercise, and who systematically studi 





the reasons of action and ‘the materials and conditions and 
difficulties with which he may have to deal, will be the 
stronger practical man and the better soldier. 

‘*Theoretical study is of moment in any profession, but in 
the military profession, which makes immediate application 
of every scientific device, a knowledge of theory is indis- 
pensable. To be an ordinary line officer you need not neces- 
sarily be a scientist, a lawyer or a business man, but to be a 
good line officer you should know as much as possible, not 
only of all these things, but of the various trades and their 
application to military purposes. In this way you not only 
fit yourselves for the performance of your immediate duties, 
but are better qualified to assist your field officers and generals 
in overcoming a talented and resourceful enemy. Your duties 
in time of peace require the utmost patience and enthusiasm 
in order that credit for painstaking work may not be denied 
ou. 

‘“‘The work which you have done and are doing is along 
the right lines. Learning to organize and maintain a good 
company, a good battalion and a good regiment of the National 
Guard requires a deal of patience, fortitude and hard work 
that is seldom or never appreciated by your fellow .citizens. 
It has been my observation that the greatest pleasure in life 
comes from overcoming difficult obstacles which at first seem 
insurmountable. If you will put that spirit into all your 
work there can be no doubt that in the hour of need you will 
fully justify the expense, time and trouble which have been 
devoted to the development of the Wisconsin National Guard.’’ 
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INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1907, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

SENTRY asks: In the case of a sentinel on post the officer 
of the day and sergeant of the guard together are challenged 
by the sentry. The officer of the day answers, Officer of the 
day and sergeant of the guard. Should the sentry command 
Advance, one, to be recognized, or, Advance, officer of the 
day to be recognized? Answer: Under the provisions of Par. 
237, Manual of Guard Duty, U.S.A., the sentinel’s answer 
would be, Advance, one, with the countersign (or, to be 
recognized). 

T. H. R. writes: According to Par. 109, the Infantry Drill 
Regulations, revised edition, 1904, published in 1906, a com- 
pany of men marching down a street receive the command, 
Right oblique, march, and then receive the command, Halt. 
What command should be given to have them resume the 
oblique march, and what command to resume the forward 
march? Answer: Par. 6 prescribes that any movement may 
be executed from the halt, or when marching, if- not otherwise 
prescribed. Your inquiry falls under this paragraph. Possibly 
you overlook the fact that the company would halt faced to 
the original front. If it were desired to halt without facing 
to the front, the command would be, In place, halt. To re- 
sume the movement, Resume, march. 

©. G. H. writes: The following difference of opinion between 
two U.S. Army officers seems to exist. One instructed my 
men to bring pieces to the charge bayonet in squad rally, and 
the other says not to. Which is correct? Answer: Men 
should not charge bayonets, except upon command to do so. 
Years ago Upton’s Infantry Tactics prescribed that ‘‘men 
charge bayonets and remain firm.’’ 

C. F. P. asks: On page 196, eighth paragraph, seventh line, 
Infantry Drill Regulations, it says, ‘‘rear rank man’s half on 
the right.’.. Page 197, first paragraph, second and third line 
says, ‘‘and stands at attention in front of his own half in 
line with the front guy rope pin.’’ Would this not bring the 
rear rank man on the right of the front when standing in 
front of their tents, and thereby make it impossible to as- 
semble from that position? Answer: The text is correct; the 
detachment is in the same relative position that we find it in 
Par. 231. It would be moved a short distance to the front 
and assembled as in Par. 234. 

A. B. asks: Can you inform me if there is any general order 
which prohibits an officer of the guard from removing his 
accoutrements or articles of clothing during his tour of guard 
duty? Is there anything in the Manual of Guard Duty which 
prohibits the officer of the guard from removing any portion 
of his clothing when he ‘‘turns in’’ for his portion of the 
night’s rest? Answer: As the commander of the guard ‘‘re- 
tains his responsibility’’ throughout the tour, he should be 
in readiness at all times to take charge, without unnecessary 
delay; consequently the removing of his clothing, etc., would 
be obviously inconsistent with his duty. 

T. J. writes: Passing in review the drill regulations require 
that a sergeant major as right guide shall not turn his head 
and eyes to the right when passing the reviewing officer; as 
commander of the detachment he is supposed to render the 
prescribed salute. It is physically impossible to do_ both. 
Which does he do? Answer: The Drill Regulations do not 
contemplate that the sergeant major should be in command of 
a subdivision, i.e., the non-commissioned staff, when passing 
in review.

It will take some time to get the 
bars, as the Department must send to the mint for them. The 
medal will be returned to you with the proper number of bars.

Here we are, actually in the tropics! If any of us must 
‘serve time’’ in the hot place, we feel that the two years 
just spent in Texas should be put to our credit. This place 
seems heavenly now after fasting about forty days and nights 
on the Pacific ocean. Much of the voyage was in typhoon 
season, and the old Crook rocked and groaned—likewise did 


we—and the storm within was raging as well as without. But 
let us forget it. We have a beauti‘ul post, with large modern 
built frame quarters. surrounded with porches, well improved 
parade ground, pretty band stand, attractive officers’ club, large 
barracks for soldiers, good canteen, and the weather is de- 
lightful, the marine view grand, the whole tropical tountry 
beautiful with its brilliant sunsets, and the moon here seems 
as big as a cart wheel, flooding all with its silvery light. 

The Moros, who have recently acquired an eye to business, 
are supplying the demand of our energetic ladies who are 
decorating the spacious verandas and yards with the mar- 
velous orchids, ferns and other tropical plants from the sur- 
rounding country. There was ‘‘something doing’’ when we 
got off the boat, unwound the red tape and the selection of 
quarters was made, the household effects, baggage and traps 
delivered to t)e new homes. 

Col. R. W. -' yt, 25th Inf., is untiring in his efforts to see 
his command made comfortable. The club has already been 
opened with a concert and hop, and services were held by 
the Chaplain on our first Sunday. To many of our officers 
this country is not new; Colonel Hoyt was inspector general 
of the Department of Mindanao under General Wood during his 
first tour in this country, being therefore thoroughly acquainted 
with the Moro province. He was in command at one time in 
Cotabato. Captain Cronin, adjutant and senior captain of 
this regiment, was formerly a major in the 33d Volunteers, 
which rendered good service in these islands during the days 
of the empire. Major Partello was here formerly with the 5th 
Infantry, when it was stationed on the railroad between 
Manila and Dagupan. Captain Stuart.served with the 7th 
Infantry in the islands, and was quartermaster of the Ingalls 
while it was used as the despatch boat for the commanding 
general, and upon which Hon. Luke E. Wright took a month’s 
trip around the islands while he was Governor General. 
Lieutenant Marmon was formerly detailed on duty in the 
office of the water transportation quartermaster, and was in 
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charge of the only launch that was ever sent up to Lake Taal. 
Capt. Edgar A. Macklin, 25th Inf., who was wounded in the 
United States by one of the soldiers in his company after the 
unfortunate affair at Brownsville, is not with the regiment, 
but remained in the U.S. on leave on account of sickness, but 
will soon join his regiment here. 

The Army transport Crook brought over 987 enlisted men 
of the 25th Infantry, and twenty-six of their wives, also a few 
casuals. Two of the soldiers died en route, on Aug. 26 and 
Sept. 12; the bodies were embalmed and will be returned to 
the States on the first transport. It brought also 186 sacks 
of mail. Two days: were spent at Honolulu, and two at 
Nagasaki, and from there on the weather was rough and rain- 
ing. Col. Ralph W. Hoyt was commanding officer, and the 
passenger list included Major C. W. Penrose and wife, Major 
J. M. T. Partello, wife and daughter, Capt. M. D. Cronin and 
wife, Captain Powell, wife, daughter and mother, Mrs. Flor- 
ence McClellan; Capt. E. A. Lewis, wife and daughter, Capt. 
S. P. Lyon, wife and children, Capt. G. W. Stuart and wife, 
Capt. J. D. Leitch, Captain Blyth, Capt. J. E. Hunt and wife, 
Capt. F. M. Albright and wife, Lieut. F. W. Bugbee, wife and 
child and their niece, Miss Edith Ellis; Lieut. L. B. Chandler, 
Lieut. James Brandt and children, Lieut. Max A. Elser, Lieut. 
R. P. Harbold, wife and child, Lieut. J. A. Higgins, Lieut. J. 
E. Green, Lieut. J. B. Corbly, Lieut. D. D. Hay, Dr. J. C. 
Brown, wife and daughter, Lieut. ©. C. Lawrason, Lieut. R. 
H. Leavitt and wife, Lieut. B. B. McCroskey, Lieut. W. S. 
Mapes and wife, Lieut. J. A. Marmon, Lieut. W. C. Short, Lieut. 
S. A. Wallen and Chaplain O. J. W. Scott, wife and child. 

Brig. Gen. Charles L. Hodges and family, also his two aides, 
Lieut. Walter S. Grant and Lieut. Carroll B. Hodges, were 
visitors in our post en route to Jolo, where General Hodges 
will take over the command of that district. Major H. C. 
Hale, recently detailed for duty in the Adjutant General’s 
Department, left this post on the Crook for Manila for duty 
in the office of commanding general, Fort William McKinley. 
Capt. and Mrs. I. W. Rand have returned from a ten days’ 
trip around the island of Mindanao, visiting friends at Jolo, 
Overton, Keithley, Zamboanga, Vicars and Malabang. Capt. 
W. T. Davidson, Med. Dept., was among the passengers on 
the transport McClellan who visited our post, en route from 
the U.S. to Cotabato, his station. Lieut. H. A. Schwabe, 13th 
Inf., recently left our post, and soon sails for the United 
States. Lieutenant Schwabe was one of the successful can- 
didates to pass the examination for the grade of first lieuten- 
ant of Artillery. 

The transport Crook sailed Sept. 18 for the United States 
with the 2d Battalion of the 13th Infantry that has been sta- 
tioned here since June, under command of Capt. Harvey Mil- 
ler. The 13th were well pleased with their short stay in 
the bosque. The Army transport Dix, with Captain Randall 
as skipper, and Captain Garrity, 2d Inf., as the Army quar- 
termaster of the vessel, which left Seattle Aug. 7, arrived in 
Manila, Sept. 15, after a very rough and rainy trip. She had 
a cargo of 490 mules, leaving 448 at Manila and forty-three 
personal polo horses for the officers of the 6th and 9th Regi- 
ments of Cavalry; also 40,000 sacks of oats and 5,000 bales 
of hay. No animals died en route. The Dix may be sent to 
Australia to bring the new Cavalry horses to the Philippines. 

Capt. and Mrs. E. A. Greenough, late of the Presidio, San 
Francisco, were renewing old friendships in our post. Cap- 
tain Greenough is making the round trip on the Crook as 
quartermaster.

ARMY STATIONS.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Capt. J. W. S. Sewell, of the British Royal Engineers, 
publishes an article in the official journal of that body 
in which he deals at length with the influence of eco- 
nomic causes on the evolution of modern war. He con- 
tends that wars nowadays are brought about, not by 
antipathies of race, religion or opposing ideals of civili- 
vation, but by the increasing rivalries of trade and com- 
merce. “In the Far East,” he goes on to say, ‘we 
have recently witnessed a trade war in which Russia 
and Japan strove for the markets of Manchuria. The 
Treaty of Portsmouth called time on the first round; 
but it is a safe prediction that those who witness later 
rounds of the Titanic trade struggle between Mogul and 
‘artar will, on looking back, regard the war of 1904-5 
as a mere introductory sparring match. The only sure 
means of avoiding war with states is for all concerned 
to submit themselves to a central authority, and to give 
that authority sufficient power to enforce its decrees on 
any litigant. Where such a union can be effected, not 
only is internal peace secured, but the resulting gain in 
strength as against any external attack is a powerful 
factor in the prosperity of the union. In the German 
Empire we have a wonderful example of an increase of 
prosperity by leaps and bounds as a result of the crea- 
tion of such x union with a powerful head. On the other 
hand we may regard the case of the United States in 
i8GO as an example of insufficient power being granted 
to the central authority, resulting in four years of a 
bloody and expensive internal war.” 

Commenting on the general impression as to the ex- 
cejlence of British naval gunnery, the naval correspond- 
ont of the London Standard bolds that not only is battle 
practice as now conducted an entirely fallacious test of 
the comparative excellence of ships and fleets, but that it 
bears only a very limited relation to the actual require- 
ments of war. Moreover, he maintains that it is ex- 
(vemely doubtful whether a system which—however use- 
ful for purposes of political advertisement—sets ship 
against ship and fleet against fleet, conduces to the best 
interests of the service. The practice is as unlike the 
real thing as it is possible to make it, for irrespective of 
the firing being at a moored target, the captain, under 
cover of the regulations, uses his best spotting officers, 
not for the 12-inch guns, which do most damage to the 
enemy, but for the minor 6-inch guns, which make most 
on the canvas. The fault lies not with the captain, but 
with the Admiralty system. 

Some tiwe ago a projected increase of the Roumanian 
fleet was announced. Four are river monitors of 600 tons, 
carrying three 4.7 each, the others small torpedo vedettes. 

Paris advices state that Ensign Ullmo, of the French 
navy, who was recently arrested at Toulon, has confessed 
to having abstracted the secret signal book and the naval 
cipher code and offering to sell the same to the agent of 
a foreign power. Berton, the French army officer ac- 
cused of complicity in the transaction, denies the charge 
of treason, but, nevertheless, the correspondence seized 


when he was taken into custody seems to prove that he 
arranged to deliver certain. military documents to an 
agent of a foreign power. The latter is not named, but 
is understood to be Germany. 


The Russki Invalid states that at the forthcoming ma- 
neuvers of the Japanese army a corps of military motor- 
ists will appear for the first time. 

Official statistics as to disease in the Germany navy 
show that the percentage of insanity is lowest in the en- 
gineering branch. The most common disease is eye trou- 
ble. Heart trouble comes next. 

The Militiir Wochenblatt, which has persistently belit- 
tled the British troops and lauded the Boers for their re- 
spective performances in the South African campaign, 
now acknowledges in an article emanating from the his- 
torical section of the General Staff, that public, and with 
it military, opinion, was entirely led astray as to the real 
significance of the events of the war in South Africa. It 
says that the achievements and organization of the Boers 
were belauded and extolled out of all proportion, while 
the actions of British soldiers were belittled and depre- 
ciated without any justification for such scathing denun- 
ciation. 

Sir Frederick Borden, the Canadian Minister of Mili- 
tia, has arranged for the inauguration in the public 
schools of Nova Scotia of a system of physical training 
and military drill, which is subsequently to be extended 
to other provinces, and made uniform throughout the Do- 
minion, looking to the ultimate development of the citizen 
soldiery idea. The Swedish method of physical culture 
will be adopted, and instruction therein will be given by 
competent teachers to all children of the public schools 
up to the age of thirteen. Sir Frederick’s plan is obliga- 
tory that all applicants for teachers’ licenses shall pass an 
examination on the regular course, establishing their ca- 
pacity to teach physical drill. 

Ten French submarines have been ordered; two at 
Cherbourg, three at Rochefort, five at Toulon. They are 
provisionally known as 99-0 to 99-9, and belong to the 
Pluvoise class, petrol motors. 

Bulgaria is. increasing her navy. Three 26-knot tor- 
pedoboats, Smeli, Bistri and Chabri, have been launched 
at Varna. The names signify Audacious, Swift and 
Brave. 

Vice Admiral Galster, of the German navy, is the au- 
thor of a recently published pamphlet in which he puts 
forth the argument that the need of the German navy is 
not the hurriedly increasing number of battleships and 
large cruisers, but the development of the means of carry- 
ing on guerrilla warfare with submarine boats, torpedo- 
boats and small and swift cruisers. In the course of the 
essay he advocates the building of sixty submarines. He 
argues that in the event of war cruisers should be sta- 
tioned at German colonial ports—which must be heavily 
fortified—in order to break Great Britain’s communica- 
tions with her colonies, and the use of floating mines 
would have to be resorted to extensively in order to ren- 
der the blockade of German ports ineffectual. 

The Swiss army, when reorganized as provided in the 
new military law, will be divided as follows: The Elite 
continues as formerly, to consist of soldiers of from twen- 
ty-one to thirty-two years of age, inclusive., viz., one 
class in course of training, and twelve trained classes, 
with the exception of the cavalry, which consists of only 
ten trained classes on account of the age of their horses. 
The Landwehr consists of soldiers who have left the 
Elite, and up to the age of forty years inclusive, viz., eight 
classes (twelve of cavalry) instead, according to the old 
law, of twelve classes and men up to the age of forty- 
four and of fourteen cavalry classes. Finally, the Land- 
sturm consists of men of from forty-one to forty-eight 
years iuclusive, viz.. eight classes. whereas formerly it 
was from forty-five to fifty years of age, and consisted of 
five classes. 

The General Staff of the French army in a report on 
the recent French army maneuvers confirms the favorable 
aecount given of the working of the Automobile Army 
Service Corps. According to this report, the automobiles 
supplied an entire corps during the maneuvers, and in 
this way did the work of 387 wagons and drivers, and 
774 horses, whom they replaced. The French first began 
experimenting with motors for military purposes in 1898, 
and it is evident now that they will become a permanent 
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feature in French army organization. The motor has 
solved two problems—that of rapid divisional and corps 
supply, and that of a supply train in the rear that shall 
not hinder an army in retreat. 

The Swedish Minister of War has given assurances 
that the new scheme of organization for the Swedish army 
is in no way connected with the separation from Nor- 
way. The extension of military service to a full year, 
and the increase of the infantry by twénty-four battal- 
ions, have been in contemplation since 1901. There is no 
question of adding to the number of fortified places, and 
there are no grounds for alarm on the part of Norway, 
because long-deferred proposals should now be resumed, 

The success of the Austrian military authorities in 
evolving an “invisible” uniform has stimulated the Ger- 
mans, who are now using every means to complete the 
preparation of the new gray-green uniform approved for 
wear in the German army. A trial was made of it dur- 
ing the recent maneuvers, and the result proved satisfac- 
tory. A special feature in the new uniform is a collar, 
which can be turned up to protect the ears in severe 
weather. 

The Japanese battleship Kurama, of 14,620 tons, 
launched a few weeks ago, will carry four 12-inch guns, 
eight 8-inch and 12 6-inch, in addition to a number of 
smaller quick-firers, and will develop a speed of 21 1-4 
knots. She is fitted with the newest appliances through- 
out. The Kurama, says a Reuter telegram, is expected 
to prove the most powerful vessel of her class afloat. 

The torpedoboat destroyer Simpson, purchased by the 
government of Ecuador from Chili, arrived at Guayaquil 
Oct. 31. The Simpson will be rechristened Libertador 
Bolivar, The schoolship Maranon, formerly belonging to 
Ecuador, has been sold to Chili, from which country she 
was originally purchased. She will leave Guayaquill soon 
for Panama under the China flag, and will engage in the 
immigrant business between the Isthmus and Chilian 
ports. 

Several warships now building in England for South 
American countries have been insured for $1,000,000 each, 
which represents their value at launching. . 

Floating coal depots in the British navy have proved 
so satisfactory that the Admiralty have decided to build 
more of them. The largest now in use has a capacity of 
12.000 tons. A new one with a capacity of 20,000 tons 
is to be constructed and moored in such a position that 
two battleships at a time can fill their bunkers at it.
